NATO MINISTERS DISCUSS IMPORTANCE OF DEPENSI 
Southweet Asia

(Text) Bruesele, May 14 (XINHUA)--Defence and foreign ministers of NATO 
countries agreed to share edditiona’ reaponsibilities for defence and 
deterrence in the NATO area at a tw -day meeting of NATO's defence 
planning committee in ministerial seasion ending here today. 


Thie meeting with the relevant foreign ministera joining on the second 
day, wae the firet of ite kind since the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 
he rttctpante carried out their discussions against the background of 
the maior etrategic iesues facing the alliance in the Light of the 
Afghaniatan event. 


According to the communique issued after the meeting, “ministers expressed 
their concern that for the firet time in the post-war era the Soviet Union 
had ueed military force to impose ite will on a non-aligned country of 


the Third World and in a way which affected the overall strategic situation.” 


Thev “denounced this use of force which feopardises international peace and 
atability and etrikee at the principles of the United Nations’ Charter, 
wod caylee for the total and immediate withdrawal of all Soviet forces 


from Afghanietan.’ read ⸗ 4 M4 as +7

The communique said: “Ministers further agreed that the stability of 
regione outeide NATO boundaries, particulariv in the Southwest Asia area, 
an’ the secured supply of essential commodities from this area are of 

cru ial importance. Therefore, the current situation has serious implica- 
tione for the security of member countries. The altered strategic situation 
in Southwest Asia warrante full solidarity and the etrengthening of allied 
sheeion as a response to the new challenges.” 


The ministers agreed on the need for ensuring that as the United States 
carries out the efforte to strengthen defence capabilities for Southwest 
Asie, “allied capabilities to deter aggression and to defend NATO Europe 
are aiso maintained and strengthened.” 





In this context, the communique eaid, the meeting “received the assurance 
of the United States secretaries of state and defence that the security 
of the NATO area remaine central to United States policy, and thev noted 
that the United States has no plane to withdraw any United States forces 
permanently etationed in Europe for use in Southweat Asta.” 


At a presse conference after the meeting, |.8. Defence Secretary Brown 
also assured that the plan for redeployment to areae beyond NATO the 

U.S. territorial reserves previous!y aceigned for NATO in war, would never 
affect reinforcements for Europe. Meanwhile minieterse of other countries 
“agreed to do their utmost to meet additional burdene for NATO security 
which could result from the increased United States responsibilities in 
Southwest Asia.” 


The ministere noted that there was no sign of any relaxation in the efforts 
being undertaken by the Warsaw Pact and, in particular, the Soviet Union to 
increase substantially the quality and readiness of their forces. They 
agreed, among other things, to implement in an earlier or augmented manner 
a number of urgently required near-term defence measures. They also 
endorsed NATO force goals for the period 1981-1986. 


In view of developments after the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan which has 
brought gore sharply into focus the strategic importance of the Mediterranean 
area and the pressing need for strengthening the economic and defence postures 
of member countries on the southern flank, the ministers expressed willingness 
to consider the best ways to provide assistance to Portugal, Turkey and 
Greece.

[Text] Brussels, May 13 (XINHUA)--The NATO defence planning committee has 
approved a short term plan and agreed on its five-year force goals for 
1981-86, according to U.S. under secretary for defence Robert Komer here 
today.

, Speaking at a press conference here on the ministerial session of the 
committee, Komer said, the main topic of today's committee meeting is the 
short term and long term defence planning of the aliiance. The ministers 
put greater emphasis on the event in Afghanistan than in Iran, he added. 


The phase-one measures of the short term plan, approved today and to be 
fulfilled in one year beginning tomorrow, include military expenditure, 

war stocks and mobilization of paseenger aircraft, he said. All the 

member states, except Belgium and Denmark which expressed concern over their 
abilities, have reaffirmed their decisions to raise their defence budgets by 
three percent in real terms over inflation, he stressed, adding that they all 
agreed to build up war stocks and “air bridges” with civilian planes. The 
problem now is where to put the war stocks.

ext) What wi e | nanges inthe balance of economic strength between the 
soviet Union and the United States by the end of this century? This is 
an issue that attracts worldwide attention. Both the superpowers, the 
Soviet Union and the United States, have reiied mainly on their respective 
economic and political strength to contend for world domination. Therefore, 
‘ maer the talance of economic strength between the two superpowers 
have become e@ matter of overall importance which concerns the future develop- 
ment of the international situation. This article will try to make a 
oreliminary analveis of this iseue. 


io maxe a forecast of che changes in the comparative economic strength 
between the Soviet Union and the United States, it is necessary, first of 
all, to clarify these two pointe: First, how big is the real gap in the 
economic strength between the two countries at present; second, how high 
will the rate of economic development of the two countries be in the future. 


How big is the eap of the economic strength between the Soviet Union and the 
Unived Stetee ef present? The two countries use different indexes for cal- 
culation. The Soviet Union takes "the national income” as an index and 
according to its calculation, the national income of the Soviet Union is 

67 oercent of thet of the United States. The United States uses “the gross 
Nation product” as an index, According to its own calculation, the gross 
national product of the Soviet Union is only 55 percent of that of the 
mitec ates. 


:iculation is actually more practical? Looking at these 


two indexes. it is obvious hat depreciation and nonproductive labor income 
sre included in the index o° gross national product applied by the United 
State, The nonproductive labor income belongs to the redistribution of 


natione| income and the amount of the gross national product will inevitably 
be exagrerated if the nonproductive labor income is included. According 
to calculations, the nonproductive labor income of the United States 








accounts for about 45 percent of the gross national product. Thus (tt can 

be seen that the index applied by the United States cannot accurately 

reflect t actual economic strength of a nation. In the case of the non- 
productive labor income, the United States holds a bigger proportion than the 
Soviet Union, so the economic strength of the United States will certainly 

be exaggerated if we make the comparison by using the index of "gross 
national product.” But the index of “national income” applied by the Soviet 
Union refers to the annual valu» created by the material production depart- 
ments concerned, not including the nonproductive labor income. This part 

of labor income is included in the national in «<«° according to the method 


of calculation taken by the United States. vw ‘obor income of the United 
States accounted for 65.8 percent of the ne’ mal income in 1975. Therefore, 
when making a comparison with the United St. the Soviet Union readjusted 


the national income of the United States by deuucting the nonproductive 
labor. Comparatively speaking, the method of calculation adopted by the 
Soviet Union better reflects the actual economic strength of these two 

countries. Therefore, the Soviet estimate that its economic strength is 
two-thirds that of the United States, tallies with the actual situation. 


For the 25 years since 1950, the industrial output of the Soviet Union in- 
creased by 10.4 times, at an average annual rate of 9.1 percent; the 
national income grew by 7.1 times, at an average annual rate of 7.7 percent. 
This rate of increase Lies in the fact that during that period, the number 
of workers and staff in various sectors of the national economy increased 
by 132 percent, the investment in capital construction was up 929 percent 
and the labor productivity grew by 403 percent, that is to say, an increase 
at an average annual rate of 3.1 percent, 8.7 percent and 5.9 percent 
respectively. ("Statistical Yearbook of the National Economy in the Soviet 
Union,” "60 Years of the National Economy in the Soviet Union,” “The 
Victorious 60 Years" in Russian.) What will the trend of development of 
these three factors be i. the next 20 years? 


Firet, we will look at the conditions of the labor force. The total number 
of workers and staff in the Soviet Union increased at an average annual 
rate of 4.4 percent in the 1950's, 3.8 percent in the 1960's and 

2.1 percent in the first 8 years of the 1970's. ("Statistical Yearbook of 
the National Economy in the Soviet Union,” "60 Years of the National Economy 
in the Soviet Union,” "The Victorious 60 Years” in Russian.) This shows a 
decline in the rate of increase i.. the number of workers and staff. How 
will this trend develop in the years to come? As Bachurin, deputy chairman 
of the State Planning Committee of the Soviet Union, revealed, the number of 
laborers will only increase by 1.8 million in 1979 and by 1.5 million in 
1980. It will grow even less after 1980. ("Socialist Labor" in Russian, 
March 1977) According to a report in the Soviet press, from 198] to 1985, 
the labor force can only increase by 3.3 million, a decrease of more than 
two-thirds compared with the period from 1976 to 1980; it will further 
decline and only increase by 3.2 million for the period of 1986 to 1990. 

In other words, the labor force will grow at an average annual rate of 

0.6 percent in the 1980's. This situation is most unlikely to change much 
before the year 2000. This is because after 1990, the young workers were 
all born in the 1970's and the birthrate during this period was merely 

17 percent or 18 percent while that of the 1950's was around 25 percent to 
27 percent. It is clear that the former is one-third lower than the latter.

Pot example, the average growth rat« of industrial production wae echeduled 
to be 6.4 percent but it turned out to be 4.8 percent in 1976, 4.7 percent 
in 1977 and 4.8 percent in 1978, namely an average of 5.1 percent for these 
} years. As the production plan could not be accomplished on time, of 
course, it produced an adverse effect for the fulfillment of the olan for 
financial resources. Therefore, the financial resources in the pertod of 
the 10th Five-Year Plan were actually reduced by 4 much ereater amount as 
compared with the previous two five-year plane. it is inevitable that the 
scope of investment of the next five-year pian will be affected as 4 result 
and the economic growth rate will be held up. Signe point toward a slower 
rate of economic grovth in the future. Thie ie becouse the shortage of 
funds in the Soviet Union is caused by the militarization of ite national 
economy which serves the policy of contending for world domination, In 
fect, military expenditures in the Soviet Union account for about 20 percent 
of ite national income, Therefore, eo lone as the Soviet Union does not 
give up its ambition for dominating the world and the policy of militarizing 
ite national economy, it cannot make up for the serious shortage of funds 
and enlarge the scope of investment. 


Of course, the Soviet Union can solve the shortage of funds bw further 
reducing the people's consumer funde and seeking loans from abroad. The 
results, however, are doubtful. Though the living etandard of the Soviet 
people has been raised during the 20 yeare since Vorld War Tl, it still 

lage far behind the developed countrice and it is even lower than that in 
most of “the fraterna!] countries.” At present, the actual wage level of 

the Soviet workers ranks 27th in the world. The Soviet people are dis- 
satisfied with this state of affaire. If the people's consumption is further 
depressed, it is inevitable that people will be more discontented 


it is certainly no easy job to seek loans from abroad. Since 1958, the 
Soviet Union has borrwed over US$28 billion from abroad, which wae mostly 
used for importing advanced technology and equipment from the West. 

These imports have played a great role in the development of the Soviet 
national economy. The Soviet Union currently owee the Western countries 
around $17 to $18 billion. However, in the past few years, Weetern countries 
have come to realize that roviding mre loans for the Soviet Union will 
mean grave consequences. it is common knowledge that credire from the Vest 
will help strengthen the Soviet Union's economic and military power and in 
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return, Chey will be used to oppose the Western countries, Sinee the loans 
are offered with aiffiewlt terme, it will be more difficult for the Seviet 
Vaien to eet more leane from the Weet in the future. But to find «4 way

At the same time, the resulte of investment will affect the rate of economic 
development. The output value of the rate of funde ie 4 aynthetic index 
ueed by the Seviet Usien for reflecting the resulte of investment.

According to information die- 
cloeed by che Soviet presse, the output value of the rate of funde in the 
Soviet Union decreased by 17.5 percent in 1970 as compared with 1960, In 
1975, it wae 1) percent lower than ir 1970, As far ae the Soviet Union 

le concerned, in 14/7, the amount of investment for ite national income of 
each production unit wae nearly 50 percent higher than that of the United 
States. ("Plenned Economy” in Ruseian, No 2, 1979) The main reason for the 
Soviet Unden's low reeulte in investment is that the coset frr exploiting 
resources le becoming more expensive. Many resources in the Buropean 
regione of the Soviet Union are nearly exhausted. From now on, it must 
exploit reeources mainiy in the eastern and northern parte of the country 
where seturel conditions are tough and the cost for exploration is high. 

ror ineteanee, the investment to exploit one cubic meter of wood in Siberia 
ie three times higher than that in the Buropean region; the investment to 
explicit | tom of gasoline in the period of the Ninth Five-Year Plan increased 
by 28 percent over that im the Bighth Pive-Year Plan and the investment for 
extracting | cubic meter of natural gas went up by 60 percent. 


To solve the problem of @ ehortage of funde and to raise the resulte of 
investment, the Soviet Union has changed the structure of investment, shifted 
the focus from the newly-built enterprises to reconstruction, enlargement 
and technical Lonovation of the exteting enterprises, laid emphasis on 
increasing the proportion of equipment coste and decreased the proportion 
of cometruction and installation projects. According to official Soviet 
etatietice, in 1970, the ftevestment in capital conetruction for innovations, 
refitting and enlargement was only 56 percent of the totel productive 
capita) conetruction. In 1977, it reached 69 percent equipment costs grew 
from 40 percent (o 45 pereent. ("The 1977 Statistical Yearbook of the 
Ne onal Loonomy in the Soviet Union”) By doing so, the results were fairly 
obvious. From 1971 to 1975, owt of the increase of industrial commodities, 
about 60 percent was gained by reconstructing and enlarging the exist ing 
ente,,) lees and by adopting new organizational and technical measures.

materials and equipment. Third, awards shoul) be given to the construction 
and installation organizations, design white and personne! of the contract 
wiite whe took part in fulfilling the task of technical refitting in 

existing enterprises, Labor payments to the leadere of the construction 

and installation organizations who had fulfilled 50 percent or sore of the 
whole projects in arranging technical refitting and reconetruction of exiet- 
ing enterprises should be raised by one grade, and the wages of leadere of 

the construction and installation organizations at the eraseroote level 
should be increased by 10 to 15 percent. Should theese measures be carried 
out, they would play a positive role in increasing the resuite of investment. 


According to this analysis, it can be predicted that if the annual average 
growth rate of investment was 8.7 percent in the past 28 years, then it 
will increase by 50 percent in the 28 years to come, and maintain the level 
between 4 to 5 percent. , 


Third, viewed from the increase in labor productivity, the annual growth 
rate of Soviet industrial productivity averaged 5.9 percent from 1951 to 
1978, 7.4 percent in the 1950's, 5.2 percent in the 1960's and 6 percent 

in the firet 5 years of the 1970's. For the last five yeare of the 1970's, 
it was fixed by 5.4 percent but in fact the actual increase wae 3.3 percent 
in 1976, 4 percent in 1977 and 3.6 percent in 1978. And the plans were 
fot yet fulfilled. ("Statistical Yearbook of the National Economy in the 
Soviet Union") Generally speaking, the trend of the growth rate of 
industrial labor productivity is in a state of decline. 


In the 1960's, though the growth rate for labor productivity was lower as 
compared with the 1950's, yet due to the bigger increase in the number of 
workers and staff, economic growth was not seriously affected. Since the 
1970's, especially after 1976, the number of the Soviet workers and staff 
has dropped. This will inevitably harm economic growth. Under such 
circumstances, only by increasing labor productivity by a wide margin, can 
the effects of the reduction in the number of workers and staff on economic 
growth be overcome. In the economic situation, the Soviet Union laid 
emphasis on carr) ing out the policy of intensive production, put forward 
that the 10th Five-Year Plan was one that “stresses quality and increases 
efficiency” and clamored for making 4 transition from the development 
period of “quantity” to thet of “quality.” To carry out the policy of 
intensive production, the key link is to increase labor productivity. 

The factors involved in increasing it are complicated. Apart from the 
natural conditions, namely the objective factors, the main ones are the 
adoption of advanced technology, innovat‘on of technical equipment, improve- 
ment of business management, increase of enthusiasm and technical level 

of laborers. for this reason, the Soviet Union has adopted a series of 
measures to allocate more funds t» scientific research, to establish certain 
organizations combining ecientific research with production, thus making 
use of what was achieved in scientific research in production, to set 
material incentives in order to encourage enterprises to utilize new 
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technology, to atrengthen epecitali#ed and coordinated production of enter= 
prises, to taprove business management; to continue the import of technology

to some extent, are adversely affected, Therefore, the measures mentioned 
above have, in general, produced little effeet. The gradual decline in 
the growth rate of industrial labor productivity hae proven thie point. 


The Soviet leaders have decided to reconstruct their economic system to 
render it euitable for carrying out the policy of intensive production and 
for reversing the tendency toward declining labor productivity. It is 
hard for the Soviet Union to expect 4 higher economic growth rate in the 
daye to come, because it persiéete in an overcentralized management systen, 
keepe on strengthening contro! over enterprises and generally applies 
administrative means, which will hamper the initiative of enterprises 

and iaborere, a8 the main method of running ite economic activities, 
furthermore, ‘t is because the Soviet leaderehip continues to pureve the 
policy of militarization of the national economy 


in view @f the situation mentioned above, it can be predicted that it will 
be hard for the Soviet Union in the future to surpass the level of 5.9 per- 
cent in the case of the annual average increase of industrial labor pro- 
ductivity, which the Soviet Union hae obtained for the past 286 years. It 
will be euite an achiewement if chevy can maintain an increase of around 

» pe cent 


According to the analysis of the prospects for the development of the number 

of Soviet workere and etaff, investments and labor productivity, it can be 

predicted that the rate of Soviet economic development in the next 20 years 

will be half of that in the previows 28 years. The growth rate of the 

national economy in the future will depend mainly on increasing lavor 
ductivity, which will maintain an annual increase of about 4 percent. 

So the anoual grovth rate of the national income will be only 3 percent 

to 4 percent, and that if industrial production will be about 4 percent 

to * percent. 


Compared with the Soviet Union, the development of the U.S. economy will 


be ever slower. Aftet World War II, the average annual increase of U.S. 
| fuotton from 1951 co 1978 wae 4.3 percent, ite national income 
ee vatee of increase were based on the following figures: 


from 1951 to 197), the annual increase of the number of workers and staff 

vas 0.4 percent, that of fixed capital 3.1 percent and that of the industrial 
labor productivity 2.6 percent. In making @ forecast of the prospects for 
economic zrowth, the above mentioned conditions for development need to be 
analyz tut the U.S. economy often suffere from the crisis of over- 

produ Therefore, thie factor should be taken into account when ve 
make ‘aie of the prospects for the U.S. economy.

Viewed from the condition of ite labor foree, the United States te a nation 
in which intensive production is highly developed, its economic development 
does not mainly depend on increasing manpower but on increasing labor 
productivity. The manpower of the material production department increased 
very Little, from 24,675 million people in 1950 to 27.431 million in 1977, 
representing an increase of 11.2 percent, It is estimated that the party 

of the labor force employed in the material production department will only 
total 29 million people by 1985, an increase of 6 percent over 1977, It 

can be predicted that after 1983, the number of workers and staff employed 
in the material production department will increase a little. Thie is 
because: 1) The birthrate in the 1970's greatly decreased and the resources 
of labor power dwindled as compared with the previous years. 2) The 
capitalists would rather use machinery than hire more workers, Some of the 
capitaliste even transferred some industrial products, which needed much 
labor and less technology or which were easily polluted, to other countries. 
in addition, they would rather import industrial producte of this kind to 
reduce domestic production. In so doing, they could manage to reduce the 
need for manpower. 3) The nonmaterial production departments will need more 
manpower. In 1950 it accounted for 51.2 percent of the labor force but 

in 1977 it inereased to 67.8 percent. It is expected that by 1985 the manpower 
needed by the nonmaterial production department will grow to 69.2 percent. 
("A Handbook of Basic Economic Statistics” (U.S.A.) Pebruary 1978; U.S. NEWS 
AND WORLD REPORT 28 June 1978) Thies tendency will probably remain unchanged 
in the future. It is obvious that the factor of labor force will hardly 
affect the economic development of the United States. The annual growth rate 
of labor force has averaged 0.4 percent for the past 27 years and it can 

be predicted that over the next 27 years, its annual growth rate will be 
lower and under no circumstances will it be higher than 0.4 percent. 


Viewed from the situation of capital investment, one important factor deter- 
mining the postwar American economic growth is the increase of fixed capital. 
But having set the highest record in 1973, the actual scope of investment 

of the United States had stagnated by 1977 and signs pointed toward a further 
decline. The investment of fixed capital did not increase until 1978 and 
1979 but there was only a slight increase. The investment of fixed capital 
totaled $218 billion in 1979, an increase of 6 percent over the $205 billion 
in 1973 and registered an annual increase of 0.8 percent. What are the 
prospects then’? According to calculation from different resources, the 

U.S. investment of fixed capital will continue to grow in the years to come, 
owing to the need to expand the newly-developed industrial departments, 
making the commodities more competitive and contending with the Soviet 

Union for hegemoniem. However, it is still doubtful whether the United 
States can keep ite annual growth rate above the level of 3.1 percent 

because there is 4 serious excess of productive capacity in many baric 
industries. According to the U.S. Federal Reserve Board, about one-fourth 
of the equipment and installations of the enterprises in the United States 
have not been utilized. The utilization rate of production facilities in 
manufacturing industries was only 66 percent in 1975. The capitalists did 
not want to invest more capital in conditions where market demands vere 
limited. At the same time, as many resources in the United States ran 

short with each passing day, the capitalists were restricted, to some extent, 
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if investing large amoufte of capital, Because of changes in investment 
targets, even if investment can keep above the level of 3,1 percent, ite 


role of promoting the development of production will be lessened compared 
with p. ue years, Thie te because since the 1970's, an increasing 
amount o. apital hae been invested in the consumer industry, electronics 


industry, service trades, environmental protection and safety inetal lations, 
According to calculations made by the United States iteelf, thie tendency 
of tnvestment will not only continue but become more pronounced in future. 


Viewed {rom the eituation of the increase of labor productivity, the increase 
of productivity a8 a result of the ectentific and technological revolutions 
has been the fundamental factor in promoting the growth of the postwar U.S. 
economy. According t» calculations, more than 90 percent of the growth of 
the postwar U.S. economy has been achieved by the increase of labor pro- 
ductivity and 80 percent of this by adopting new technology. As U.S. 
economic development has been stagnant in recent years, the pace of techni- 
cal innevation hae slackened and the expenditure on scientific research 

hae been reduced. According to reporte, since 1968, after deducting the 
factor of « rige in prices, the expenditure of the U.S. Federal Government 
of research and development hae decreased by 5 percent. Though the 
expenditure of private enterprises on scientific techniques has increased 

a little, the amount epent on basic scientific research decreased by 

20 percent. This cannot but affect the increase of labor productivity. 
From 19468 to 1966, when technological revolution was on the upsurge, the 
anruel erowih rate of industrial productivity was 3.3 percent and from 

1966 to 19/3, it decreased to 2.1 percent. It has fluctuated around 2 per- 
cent in recent yeare and even dropped to 0.4 percent in 1978. The reduction 
of the growth rate of lebor productivity will inevitably affect the speed 

of economic development, it can be predicted that if there t# no significant 
invention or breakthrough in ecience and technology in the future, it will 
be hard to maintain the level of an annual increase of 2.6 percent and it 
will be mo mean feat if the growth rate can be kept around 2 to 2.5 percent. 


Resides, the outbreak of an economic crisis will aleo greatly affect U.S. 
economic development Postwar America has euffered an economic crisis 
eoveral Cumea, which hae weakened the impetus of ite economic development. 
ace there extet the basic contradictions that will lead to an economic 
ele, it te certain that an economic crisis is bound to come. Even the 
United States iteelf will not deny the fact. Some American economists hold 
the wiew that ae far ae ite future economic development is concerned, the 


mn co! States wil) be confronted with economic recessions emerging periodi- 
C@aiiy esout once every 5 yeare. Some even predict that a big economic 

cris (1) come in the 1980's euch ae the one that shook the world in 

i‘ mdefiabie that postwar America can, to @ certain extent, manage to 


contro!) and relex the economic crisis by adopting 4 series of anticrisis 
morvuree of intensifying state monopoly capitealiem. But the aenticrisis 
measures adopted are getting lese and less effective while their negative 
role is getting more end more obvious. Since the 1974-1975 economic 
crisie, the probleme of serious inflation, devaluation of the dollar and 
a high rate of unemployment have landed the U.S. economy in a predicament 
of “stagflation.” At present, the serious energy shortage has made the 
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economic recession even worse, Therefore, it can be forecast that economic 
crises will emerge in future frequently, the crises will be more acute and 
economic development will be more adversely affected than ever before, 


Therefore, we may make the following calculations: the rate of development 
of the U.S. economy will in the future be slower than in previous years. 
From now on, ite growth of national income will depend mainly on the 
increase in labor productivity. The average annual growth rate of industrial 
labor productivity will be between 2 and 2.5 percent in the 20 years to come, 
Therefore, the national income will level out at an average annual increase 
of 2 to 2.5 percent. 


To sum up, we can draw the following conclusion: 


In the 20 years to come, if the Soviet economic growth rate is double that of 
the United States, then the actual economic strength of the Soviet Union 

ie likely to surpass that of the United States. If the Soviet economic 
growth rate fails to double that of the United States, then by the end 

of this century, the actual economic strength of the United States will 
etill rank first in the world. The national income of the United States 
wes $1,010 billion in 1977 and by the year 2000, if an annual increase of 

2 percent is sustained, it will reach $1,592.7 billion; if the annual 
increase is 2.5 percent, it*will be $1,782.2 billion. The national income 
of the Soviet Union was $673 billion in 1977; with an annual increase of 

3 percent, it will reach $1,328.2 billion by the year 2000. It will still be 
17 to 25 percent lower than that of the United States. With an annual 
increese of 4 percent, it will be as much as $1,658.6 billion. This will 
approach or slightly surpase that of the United States. Either of these 
prospects is possible. But viewed from the respective tendencies of 
economic development of the Soviet Union and the United States, there is 

no doubt that by the end of this century, the gap in economic strength 
between the two countries will further be lessened. This cannot but whet 
the wild ambitions of the Soviet Union to contend with the United States 
for world domination. The Soviet Union will certainly take more adventurous 
actions to achieve its world domination, thus the likelihood of war is 
increasing. At present, the Soviet incursion into Afghanistan and its 
expansionist moves in other regions are further exposing its own adventurist 
character. People all over the world must be on guard against this.

(Text) On 7 May, Japanese Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohira wound up his visit 
to the United States, Mexico and Canada, which began on 30 April. In a 
speech given at a dinner hosted by Canadian Prime Minister Trudeau on 

6 May, Prime Minister Ohira pointed out: "While we are approaching the 

2ist century, Japan, Canada and other Pacific countries should play a con- 
structive role in insuring the peace and prosperity of the Pacific region.” 
This demonstrated the importance of Ohira's visit. 


During his visit to the United States, Prime Minister Ohira held talks with 
President Carter on the international situation following the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan. Both sides agreed to strengthen the Japanese- 

U.S. alliance. Japan will provide aid for countries bordering Afghanistan, 
including Pakistan and Turkey and so on to assist in the security of these 
countries. Meanwhile, to preserve ite security, Japan will also beef up 

ite defense capability. After meeting with President Carter, Prime Minister 
Ohira said that the two leaders agreed that their countries “must remain 
very firm in meeting the challenge posed by Soviet aggression (in Afghanistan) ." 
He added: “Japanese-U.S. relations provide the central core of U.S. global 
policy. According to a KYODO correspondent, Ohira's remarks marked a 

“brand new stage in the Japanese-U.S. alliance.” 


On 7 May, YOMIURI SHIMBUN pointed out: Ohira's trip “not only drastically 
shifted Japan's ‘active diplomacy’ to solidarity with the Western allies, 
but aleo meant that Japan will become a wing of U.S. strategy in dealing 
with the Soviet Union.” 


Japan ie worried about the possibility that the Soviet Union will take 
advantage of che deterioration of U.S.-Iranian relations. This was one of 
the main issues in Ohira’s talke with Carter. Ohira reaffirmed in the talks 
that Japan “will do its utmost in concert with other friends to peacefully 
bring about the earliest release of the hostages" held in Iran. Japan also 
strongly urged the "United States to exercise restraint in ite military 
moves.”

Prime Minister Ohira's trip naturally displeased the Soviet Union. On 2 May, 
Radio Moscow said that Ohira's remarke on the Afghan issue “struck up the 
tone of open hostility toward the Soviet Union.” It asked whether "Prime 
Minister Ohira has taken into account the effect of his statement on rela- 
tions between Japan and the Soviet Union.” Political commentators in Tokyo 
stated: In the present world situation following the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan, it is natural for Japan to adopt a policy of forming an 
alliance with the United States and the Western countries, because first, 
the Soviet Union has invaded and occupied Afghanistan and taken it as a 
strategic point for a further southward push. This has threatened the sea 
route on which Japan relies for ite existence. Second, on 3] March, 
Brezhnev openly called on the Soviet armed forces to “keep their gunpowder 
dry." Third, in the "May Day" slogane issued by the Soviet Covernment 

on 30 April, the striking expression, “strive to make it an international 
rule not to resort to force” which had been used for many years, was 
deleted. Fourth, on 4 May, the Japanese authorities confirmed that Soviet 
division |teadquarters had been set up in the four northern islands and that 
there were indications of Soviet reinforcements. 


Moscow's attack on "rime Minister Ohira's trip demonstrates the strategic 
significance of his mission on the international situation in the future.

INDIA WELCOMES U.S. DECISION ON URANIUM SUPPLIES

A U.S. State Department spokesman stated in Washington yesterday thet 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter had issued an executive order authorizing 
the export of two-year supply of uranium to the Indian nuclear plant anc 
asked the Nuclear Regulatory Commission to expedite the mc-e. 


A spokesman of the Indian External Affairs Ministry told newamen in 

New Delhi today that President Carter's communication addressed to Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi had been received in New Delhi. "President Carter's 
decision is only an interim step, but it is a positive one...India is 
awaiting further developments and arrival of the fuel," he said. 


Asked whether President Carter's decision had removed an irritant in 
Indo-U.S. relations, the spokesman said there were no irritants in the 
Indo-U.S. relations, adding, "There can be difference of views or approach. 
We have friendly relations with the United States." 


The United States had signed a 30-year contract with India to supply the 
Tarapur plant with the needed enriched uranium fuel until 1993. However, 


Tarapur has received no U.S. enriched uranium since April 1979. India 
had made requests for uranium in September 1978 and August 1979.

UNITED STATES MARKS ‘TAX FREFDOM DAY'

[Text] Washington, May 12 (INHUA)--The "tax freedom day" marked in the 
United States today means from today on for the rest of the year, the 
ordinary American worker is go'ng to work for himself and his family. 
Their earnings for the past 131 days, or 35.8 per cent of their yearly 
income, go to the government. 


Thus, Americen tax-payers have to spend three days' wages more than last 
year and eleven days' wages more than ten years ago in order to clear off 
their tax burden. 


Taxes are imposed in the United States practically in every aspect of life. 
The personal income tax and social insurance tax are extracted from their 
weekly wages even before they receive their pay. In addition to taxes on 
food, drinks and lodging, people have also to pay taxes such as those 
levied on cars, oil, driving licence and road services and film-shows. 

Even the price of a fishing rod includes a 10 per cent excise tax. When 
people go fishing, they have to pay fishing licence tax. 


Taxes are collected at each of the three levels of government--federal, 
state, county or city. According to statistics of the Commerce Department 
(1979), total government revenue of all three levels from more than 80 taxes 
and levies amounted to 654,465 million dollars, 69.4 per cent more than 


five years ago. 





Rates of personal income tax and social insurance tax which concern every 
American breadearner are among those which rise the fastest. The personal 
income taxes imposed by governments at the three levels in 1979 tax year 
were 83.1, 91.9 and 69.2 per cent hicher respectively over that five years 
ago. The social insurance tax which every worker is required to pay went 
up from 772 dollars to 1,404 dollars in the same period and will be 

1,975 dollars in 1981. 


An article published in a recent issue of the weekly U.S. NEWS AND WORLD 
REPORT said, “More and more, Americans are being hit by a bewildering array 
of levies...It is little wonder, therefore, that tax-payers keep beating 
the drums for tax cuts at all levels of government."

U.S. HOUSING INDUSTRY SUFFERS RECESSION

[Text) Beijing, May 14 (XINHUA)--The housing industry in the United States 
nas already been in severe recession since its slowdown last year. 


Starts of new, privately owned homes fell to a seasonally adjusted annual 

rate of 1,041,000 in March from February's rate of 1,332,000 and January's 
rate of 1,424,000. The March rate was 42.2 per cent below that of a year 

earlier and was the lowest since April, 1975. 


Referring to the (?plunge) in starts, Michael Sumichrast, chief economist 
for the National Association of Home Builders, said, "I've never seen it 
so bad." Last year, housing starts declined in all but four states, and 
this year, they would drop in all of them, Sumichrast said. 


The U.S. Commerce Department figures on new building permits this year 
indicated the slowdown would continue to worsen. Permits issued in March 
were 21.2 per cent below February and 35.1 per cent below March 1979. 
Housing corporations have slashed their plans for the fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1981. Starts on new homes could drop to 965,000 for the year, 
the lowest since 1945, according to the National Association of Home 
Builders. 


The siump in housing industry was closely related to soaring home-mortgage 
rates which averaged a record of more than 16.5 per cent in early April. 
The rate for early April was 4.94 percentage points above early October, 
when the Federal Reserve Board began a series of credit-tightening moves 
in an effort to control the gravest post-war inflation. The unprecedented 
surge ‘in home-mortgage rates quenched demand for new and used homes. 


The recession of the housing industry, one of the mainstays of the U.S. 
economy, affected production in related industries. Unemployment in 
construction was reported to have risen to over 700,000 last month. The 
laying off of a single worker by homebuilders resulted in two additional 
layoffs in related industries like cement, copper tubing, building materials 
and wood,

Rao, who was delivering an inaugural address at the Indo-Yugoslay symposium 
on non-alignment in New Delhi on May 14, also emphasized that all the 
countries in the region, as non-aligned countries, have a common stake in 
eliminating all foreign intervention and interference whether it be the 
presence of foreign troops or massive arms induction.

The minister declared, "We cannot allow the non-aligned movement to be used 
as a vehicle or instrument for the propagation of any single ideology or 
for the promotion of the interests of any great power, directly or indirectly.’ 


The four-day symposium is attended by top scholars, journalists and officials 
from India and Yugoslavia. 


The ambassador of Yugoslavia, Andjelko Blazevic, said non-alignment had to 
be preserved as a pillar of self-reliance for the developing countries. The 
present time called for an extensive discussion on the role of non-aligned 
nations, he added. 


The ambassador expressed the view that all help should be extended to the 
non-aligned countries to make them stand on their own feet. The fear of 
insecurity now prevailing among the nations should be removed, he said.

[Text| Bangkok, May 15 (XINHUA)--"There has been no change in Thailand's 
policy on Kampuchea,” saye Prime Minister Prem Tinsulanon here today before 
leaving for a visit to the Philippines. 


He told reporters at the airport, "I do not believe ASEAN will adopt any 
change in policy.” The stand of ASEAN has been that Vietnam must withdraw 
ite troops from Kampuchea and allow the Kampucheans to decide their own 
destiny. 


He said, “Our principle te to adhere to the U.N. resolution (on the settlement 
of the Kampuchean question) and the resolution announced in Kuala Lumpur by 
ASEAN and EPC. We stand for the principle.... We should not talk about 
change for we have affirmed that there is no change in our stand.” 


The prime minister stated he will discuss the Kampuchean conflict and sutual! 
cooperation among the ASEAN countries with Philippine President 

Ferdinand E. Marcos in Manila, the last leg of his visite to other ASEAN 
member countries since he came to power last March. He had visited Malaysia, 
Singapore and indonesia. 


Thal Foreign Minister Sitthi Sawetsila last night aleo reaffirmed that 
Thatiand's policy on Kampuchea remained unchanged despite a surprise 
announcement by Malaysian Prime Minister Hussein Bin Onn that ASEAN was 
in the throes of a major policy shift. 


“Our policy on the Kampuchean conflict has been clearly defined by Prime 
Minieter Prem Tineulanon and remains unchanged,” Sitthi said. 


He addec toat further study of the Malayeian leader's remarke was necessary 
to eneure that they had not been “wrongly interpreted.”

JAPAN, UNITED STATES AGREE ON AUTO TRADE DISPUTF 
OW151746 Beijing XINHUA in English 1724 GMT 15 May 80 


[Text] Tokyo, May 15 (KINHUA)--The auto trade dispute between Japan and 
the United States was more or less eased with an agreement reached here 
today by Takeshi Yasukawa, chief Japanese negotiator, and Reubin Askew, 
the U.S. President's special trade representative. 


The Japanese Government, based on the results of the four-day meet ings 
between Yasukawa and Askew, announced today the “basic principles on auto 
issues bet:*en Japan and the United States.” 


The statement says that the Japanese Government will in principle, exempt 
auto parte from the United States from import duty in 1981. 


The Japanese Government will send 4 government-industry mission to the 
U.S. in early summer to explore the possibility of investment in the 
auto parte field. It will continue to encourage Japanese auto-makere to 
start car, truck and parts production in the U.S. 


The auto trade dispute, resulted from the massive exporte of Japanese 
automobiles to the United States, was a major factor in the growing economic 
frictions between the two countries. In 1979, Japan flooded the U.S. 
market with 1.77 million automobiles, 30 per cent more than that of 1978. 
The share of Japanese care in the total sales of the U.S. rose from 

12 per cent in 1978 to 16 per cent in 1979. 


This provoked strong feelings in the U.S. auto makers and workers who demand 
that the United States sell more automobiles and parts to Japan and that 
Japanese auto makers build auto factories in the United States to create 
jobs for Americans. 


The auto war intensified in the winter of 1979 and epring of 1980. During 
their visits to the United States, both Japanese Foreign Minister Saburo 
Okhite and Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohirea had discussed with President 
Jimmy Carter the auto issue to prevent the economic frictions from growing 
into a political probles. 


Askev's visit to Japan marked a change in the situation. After his negotia- 
tions with Yasukawa, the economic contradictions between the two countries 
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ate eased somewhat. The problem of Japan's opening auto factories in the 
United States is yet to be settled. And the two sides aleo failed to reach 
agreemes 9 the open-up of Japanese markete to the telegraph and tele- 
phone eq: pment from the United States, 


in hie meeting with Askew thie morning, Japanese Prime Minister Masayosht 
Ohira said that the two parties “have made progress on the auto and other 
jeauer Thie te fine, And I don't think it ie impossible to solve the 
problem of the procurement of telegraph and telephone equipment if a 
practical plan is worked out.”

NEED TO CARRY OUT CRITICISM STRESSED

[Text] This article is part of the speech made by 
Hu Jiwei, chief editor of RENMIN RIBAO to the 
theoretical classe of the CCP Central Committee 

party school last September. With his approval it 
appeared in XINWEN Z7HANXIAN No 6 of 1979 published 

in Beijing. Its original title was “How To Carry 
Out Criticleam and Self-Criticism in the Presse?” 

The original text was more than 20,000 characters 
long, quoting a vast amount of Mao Zedong and Stalin 
speeches, which we deleted when reprinting it in 
order to save space. The article should help readers 
understand the policy yardstick the Chinese Communist 
Party now uses with regard to speeches and criticisms. 


The problem of carrying out criticiem and self-criticism in the press has 
not been solved. The reason is that many fundamental questions of knowledge 
and party theory and principle are still not viewed in the same light. For 
many years, democratic life inside and outside the party suffered a serious 
setback and democratic centralism of the party was undermined greatly, 
making it out of the question to carry out criticism and self-criticism 
correctly. How can democratic centralism of our party be correctly under- 
stood’ T think Comrade Mao Zedong made a brilliant exposition of this 
problem at the enlarged central work conference in January 1962, that is, 
in hie speech at the 7,000-person meeting. I want to quote several long 
passages from his speech. 


Ten years of bitter lessons have made us deeply realize that democracy 
inside and cutside the party should be developed not in the ordinary way 
but fully; otherwise, the democratic centralism of our party will be 
changed {nto feudal despotism, into feudal fascist dictatorship. The 
democratic centralism of our party is stipulated in Article 8 of the 
party Constitution: “The party is organized according to democratic 
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centraliem. The whole party must subordinate iteelf to the discipline of 
democratic centraliem: subordination of the individual to the org aigation, 
the minority to the majority, the lower level to the higher and ihe whole 
party to the Central Committee.” At the same time, it is stipulated in 
Article 11 of the party Constitution: ‘Party committees at various levels 
put into effect the principle of integrating collective leadership with 
individual division of labor and responsibility. It is imperative to rely 
upon collective political experience and collective wisdom. All important 
problems are to be decided collectively while simultaneously enabling the 
individuals to play their due role." Furthermore, it ie etipulated in 
Article 12 of the party Constitution: "Party committees at various Levels 
should periodically report to the congresses or general membership meet ings 
on their work, regularly listen to the views of the masses inside and 
outeide the party and accept their supervision.” This article also 
stipulates: "Party members have the right to make criticisms and sugges- 
tions to the party organizations and the leading working personnel at 
various levels and the right to appeal to the Central Committee and chairman 
of the Central Committee over the head of their higher authorities. Under 
no circumstances is anybody permitted to suppress criticism and retaliate. 
Those who do so should be investigated and punished. Party members are 
allowed to keep their views to themselves if they hold differing ones on 
the resolutions and directives of the party organizations. They have the 
right to put them forward for discussion at the party session and the right 
to report up to the Central Committee and chairman of the Central Committee 
over the head of their higher authorities. However, in action they must 
resolutely carry out the resolutions and directives." Such are the integral 
provisions made concerning the democratic centralism of our party in the 
party Constitution. However, a number of our comrades, particularly some 
party members shouldering definite responsibility, often stress Article 8 
and overlook Articles 11 and 12. Years of practice have proven that such 
a separation has produced very undesirable effects. Since proletarian 
centralism is centralism resting on the basis of democracy, centralism 
primarily means centralizing correct views. For this reason, while 
stressing subordination of the minority to che majority it must not be 
forgotten thet the minority should be allowed to express their differing 
views fully vefore a question is settled and that the majority should fully 
respect the views of the minority, seeing that on many occasions truth is 
on the side of the minority. While stressing subordination of the lower 
level to the higher one, it must not be forgotten that the higher level 
should fully let the lower level express its views, listen to the criticisms 
aud suggestions from the lower level with an open mind and seriously 
consider or accept the correct views of the lower level, seeing that on 
many occasions truth is on the side of the lower level. While stressing 
subordination of the individual to the organization and of the whole party 
to the Central Committee, it must not be forgotten that all organizations 
of the party from the Central Committee to the local committees must play 
an exemplary role in observing democratic centralism and that party 
committees at all levels must report to the party congresses at the corres- 
ponding levels on their work, regularly listen to criticisms and sugges:ions 
from the masses inside and outside the party and accept their supervieion. 
In particular, they should fully develop democracy inside and outside the 
party and lace the work of our party organizations under the supervision 
by the masses. 
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If we want to place the work of the Central Committee and party committees 
under the supervision by the whole body of party members and all the people 
of our country, we should draw up practical measures for rousing party 
members aud the people to exercise this right of supervision and protecting 
this right of supervision, and we must insure that no one ie attacked or 
oppressed and Chairman Mao's "three-nots principle" ie upheld. Party 
committees at various levels should regularly and extensively listen to 

the views of party members and the people through various channels, and 
listen to both approval and objections and both praise and criticiem. 


Party committees may listen to the views of party members and the people 
through many channels. One important channel, in my opinion, is a good 
party newspaper run by the party committee. The party committee should 
lead the party newspaper in regularly and extensively carrying the various 
views of party members and the people, including approval, praise, 
encouragement, exploration, study and suggestions. The party newspaper 
should also carry various views that are in the nature of remainder, 
supervision and and criticism. The party newspaper should become one which 
is permeated with views of the masses, concentrating the wisdom of the 
masses and embodying supervision by the masses. 


The resolution on the press adopted by the party Central Committee in 1954 

said: “The press is the sharpest weapon used by the party for carrying 

out criticism and self-criticism.” Since the press is the sharpest weapon 

and not an ordinary weapon, it is naturally important to grasp and use this 
weapon. 


How should we carry out criticism and self-criticiems in the press? It is 
a major problem that has still not been resolved. The party Central 
Committee drafted on 19 April 1950 and published on 22 April the "Decision 
To Carry Out Criticiem and Self-Criticiem."” On 17 July 1954, the party 
Central Committee adopted the "Resolution on Improving the Press Work" which 
reaffirmed the importance of carrying out criticism and self-criticism in 
the presse. During this period prior to the Great Cultural Revolution, 
particularly during the period prior to the antirightist struggle, RENMIN 
RIBAO and the provincial papers carried out criticism and self-criticism 

ir a good way according to the decision of the Central Committee. They 
were praised by the masses of cadres and people for this. However, things 
changed greatly after 1957. In the struggle against the rightists, many 
correspondents, reporters and editors who had written criticisms vere 
charged with "attacking socialism" and “attacking the party" and denounced 
as tightists. Many people who had praised these criticisms or written 
letters expressing their support for them were also denounced as rightists. 
Democratic life inetde and outeide the party suffered a great blow. In 
195° the eo called struggle against right opportunists was improperly waged 
inside the party, dealing further blows to the democratic life inside and 
outside the party. People dared not write criticieme and editors dared not 
publish them. Basically, criticiem and self-criticism could not be carried 
out in the press. 
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During the Great Cultural Revolution, anotier very bad abnormality developed, 
To bring about a sweeping negation of the achievements of revolutios and 
construction during the previous 17 years, Lin Siao end the “gang of four" 
etruck down almost all old cadres, old modela, leading cadres, and persons 
of academic and artistic distinction including scholare and intellectuals 
including college, middle school and primary school teachers, actore and 
technicians. They promoted counterrevolutionary criticiom and self-criticiem 
in the press and carried out destructive crit icianm that seeumed the most 
serious proportions. Anyone who was attacked by name in the orese was 
struck down to the dust and trampled underfoot. Most of those whose 
viewpoints could be connected with the viewpoints and phenomena which were 
criticized in the press were implicaced and groups of people were thus 
denounced as counterrevolutionaries. This destructive ecriticiem tn ‘he 

press brought about a counterrevolutionary white terror. From what was 
criticized in the press, who was attacked in the press or who was attacked 
by innuendo in the press, people could tell who would be in big trouble. 


During the two periods under review, the correct implementation of the 
Central Committee's directive on carrying out criticism in the press was 
seriously disrupted. 


After the "gang of four" were smashed, the presse brought to light the 
counterrevolutionary crimes committed by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
and carried out a revolutionary criticiem of their counterrevolutionary 
theory, putting facts on the table and arguing it out. This has been 
welcomed by the cadres and people. 


With regard to various questions (including questions of party theory, 
line and general and specific policies, questions of mistakes and short- 
comings in work and question of cadre work style) in our party and 
government work, cadres and the people strongly demand carrying out 
criticism and self-criticism in the press. They demand reaffirming the 
decision made by the Central Committee during 1950 and 1954 and carrying 
out criticism and self-criticism in the press. This makes it necessary 
to sum up and draw on the experiences and lessons learned during the two 
periods under review. It will be necessary for the press to refrain from 
stifling criticism and carrying out destructive criticism and to settle 
the question of how to correctly carry out criticism and self-criticism 
in the prese. 


The Momentous Significance of Carrying Out Open Criticism in the Press 


Let me again talk about the importance of carrying out criticism publicly 

in the press. The Central Committee's “Decision to carry out criticism 

and self-criticism" drafted on 19 April 1950 pointed out: 1) The importance 
of attracting the masses to publicly criticize the shortcomings and mistakes 
in our work in the press and teaching party members, particularly party 
cadres, to carry out a self-criticism of these shortcomings and mistakes 

in the presse is brought into more striking relief today. This is because 

the war in mainland China is over. Our party is leading the political 

power all over the country, and shortcomings and mistakes in our work are 
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Likely to harm the interests of the masses, and with their prestige enhanced, 
the leaders are likely to become arrogant, reject criticiem ineide and out- 
side the party and stifle criticiem., Under these new circumstances, if 

we cannot carry out criticism and self-criticiem publicly and promptly 
among the rank-and-file of the party and the broad masses of people con- 
cerning the shortcomings and mistakes of our party, people's governments 
and all economic organs and mass organizations, we will be poisoned by 
serious bureaucratiem and will be unable to fulfill the construction tasks 
in new China. For thie reason, the CCP Central Committee hereby decides 

to carry out criticism and self-criticism among the masses of people on 

all mistakes and shortcomings in our work, particularly in the press." 


"2) With a vie to carrying out criticism and self-criticism publicly and 
correctly in the press, we should conduct education in two respects within 
the party and among the people. First, we should teach party members in 
general and cadres in particular to know that to carry out criticism and 
self-criticism in the press is a necessary method to strengthen the connec- 
tions between the party and the masses, insure the democratization of the 
party and the state and accelerate social progress. To enable the broad 
masses of people to publish freely in the press their criticisms of and 
suggestions to the party and people's government, even if these criticisms 
and suggestions are not completely mature and correct, for which they 

will not be attacked and ridiculed, is a serious step to heighten the 
consciousness and enthusiasm of the masses and attract the masres to take 
an active part in the cause of national construction. 


The Aim of Open Criticism 


The destructive cricicism carried out by Lin Biao and the “gang of four” is 
what we resolutely oppose. This is counterrevolutionary criticism and not 
just destructive criticism. We also resolutely oppose the kind of criticism 
marked by ruthless blows and brutal struggle carried out during the period 
in which Wang Ming's mistaken line was predominent in our party. The 1950 
decision of the Central Committee said that to carry ovt open criticiem 

it would be necessary to conduct education in two respects. On the one 
hand, party members must be educated to heighten their understanding. 

On the other, "press editors, reporters, correspondents and the masses must 
be taught to distinguish between correct criticism and destructive 
criticism. The criticism we advocate is principled criticism aimed at 
helping those criticized. It is carried out by the masses (primarily 
workers and peasants) to consolidate the cause of national construction, 
and not destructive criticism carried out to oppose people's democracy 

and the common program, undermining discipline and leadership, damaging 

the confidence of the masses and their enthusiasm for progress, and giving 
rise to pessimism and aversion to discipline and unity. Press editors, 
reporters, correspondents and newspaper reading groups should welcome 

and lead correct criticism and oppose destructive criticism. Destructive 
criticism, particularly the speeches made by counterrevolutionaries to 
undermine the people's democratic dictatorship should and must be rejected. 
The aim of criticism is to improve work and promote and develop national 
construction. It is principled and constructive criticism. To insure 
correct criticism, it is necessary, first of all, to distinguish correctly 
between the two types of contradictions which are different in character. 
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The enemy ig not to be criticized but to be exposed and punished according 
to party discipline and state laws. Comrades are to be criticized o 
promote unity and consolidate national construction, It te principled, 
constructive criticism aimed at helping those criticized. VFurther, the 
1954 Central Committee's decision said: "Criticiem ite aimed at helping 
the people's cause and helping party work and party unity and is not for 
its own sake, Party committees should shoulder the responsibility for 
leading the press and demanding that criticiem and seif<critictem be 
actively carried out in the press. At the same time, party commitcees 
should demand that the criticisms in the presse help the party, the state 
and the people in their work as well as help those who are criticized, It 
is impossible to completely prevent the enemy from exploiting the serious 
criticism and se.if-criticism which publicly exposes mistakes. Now that 
the party has become the ruling party, it is utterly wrone to reject open 
criticism and self-criticism in the press under the pretexc of fearing 
enemy exploitation. At the same time, in view of the international and 
domestic environment, it would be wrong if no proper political considera- 
tion was given to the need of making more known to the people and less 
known to the enemy when carrying out open criticism and self-criticism 

in the press." So much for the aim of criticiam. 


The Facts Criticized Must Be Accurate 


The 1954 decision stated: "To insure correct and sound criticism and self- 
criticism in the press, the press editorial department should actively 
shoulder the responsibility under the leadership of the party committee 

and see to it that the facts criticized and published in the press have 
been seriously investigated and studied, that the critical atcttude and 
viewpoint are correct and that things are done strictly in accordance with 
party principles, the resolution of the Central Committee and the intensions 
of party committees and are based on facts." This means that the facts 
criticized must be seriously investigated and repeatedly verified with 
consideration given to different views. As Vomrade Hua Guofeng said, this 
criticiem should be criticism based on real evidence and not criticism based 
on personal feelings or criticism that does not tally with facts. If the 
facts have not been investigated, they should not be published in the press 
in a hurry. If certain points have not been clarified, we should write 

less and allow for unforeseen circumstances rather than write on hearsay 
evidence and make subjective assumptions. When publishing things in the 
press, we should think of the consequences, pay attention to the effects 

and see that our argument-  annot be demolished. Reporters and editors 

must take a serious attitude when gathering materials and writing criticisms. 
As to letters from readers, the editorial department should verify important 
criticisms and may, in my opinion, set a lower standard in dealing with 
general criticisms. 





Here is a dialectical relationship. With regard to the demand of the critics, 
the reporters and editors in particular must make a serious investigation, 
verify facts and take a serious and responsible attitude. Those criticized 
muet be strict with themselves, and accept what is correctly stated even 

if it makes up only 5 percent of the criticiem. If the criticiaem is wrong, 
and explanation, correction and countercriticism should be permitted and the 
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editore and reportere should make 4 serious self-criticiem, In thie connec- 
tion, the neweapaper office @uet play an exemplary role in carrying out 
eelfecritictenm, 


The Critical Attitude 


The critical attitude should be such a6 to heip those criticteed and not simed 
at “punishing thoee criticized” as the “gang of four” did, Wor may the 
critic make verbal thruete and hurl abuee or even put — label on those 
eriticized, seize upon their shortcomings or come down with a big etick on 
them. Comrade Mao Zedong said thie at the symposium of Yenen JTEPANG RIBAO 
on 2 April 1942, “Criticiem should be serious, just and sharp but it 

should be sincere, frank and aimed at helping those criticized. Only such a 
critical attitude ie advantageous to unity. Preesging irony and eneak attacks 
are 4 corrosive agent which is disadvantageous to unity.” Carrying out 
serious and juet criticiem meane primarily carrying out open and aboveboard 
criticiem end not echeming and intriguing. Second, it means calling a spade 
e spade. Sharp criticiem meane criticiem that ie not embiguous. Important 
isevee of right and wrong suet be grasped and probleme of right and wrong 
over important teeves gust be seriously dealt with on the basie of revolu- 
tionary principles. The sincere criticiem Comrade Mac Zedong had in sind 

ie one that is not hypocritical. Frank criticiem does not aim at doubile- 
dealing. Helping those criticized meane learning from past mistakes to avoid 
future onee and curing the sickness to save the patient, and not attacking 
and finishing off othere. Helping those criticized means helping thes 
increase their courage to correct their mistakes. Curing the sickness 

to save the patient means giving 4 seriously 111 patient ⸗ powerful pat on 
the back to remind him of hie sickness and make him eweat. At the same 
time, the etate of hie sicknese should not be so exaggerated that he feare 
sickness and death and rejects medical treatment. When carrying out 
criticiem we should persevere in it over questions of principle and pay 
attention to the mode and method. If @ doctor applies an anaesthesia 

vhen performing an operation on 4 patient, should we not put ourselves in 
the position of those criticized and show sympathy for then’? Why should 

we not make tactful criticiem? The critice should be strict with themselves. 
As Comrade Hua Guofeng said, critics should make responsible criticien. 
Those criticized, too, should be strict with themselves. If they have aade 
a wletake they should know it and know how to correct it end listen to 
criticiem with an open mind. They may not blame others if they themselves 
have made « wiatake. They must not hide their sickness for fear of treatment 
or even curee their doctor. In carrying out criticiem we should sort out 
the ideological problems and unite with our comrades. Only by sorting out 
the ideological problems can a groundwork be laid for unity. 





The Pitfecte of Criticiem 


The 1950 decision mentioned the possibility that the enemy sight exploit 
critictems. The press has paid attention to this point after the “gang of 
four” were emashed. For example, so far RENMIN RIBAO hae not published 
things thet should not be criticized publicly. When carrying out open 
critictem in the presse, a dietinetion should be made between what ie inside 
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the party and what is outside the party and between what ehould be crithleieed 
and what should not. As far ae what should not be published ie con erned, 
we insist on not publishing it even though a number of our comrades are 
not satisfied with this, As the 1954 resolution states, we do net fear 
enemy exploitation of our criticieme but we gust take into account the 
effects of criticiem, politically give the matter consideration and see 
that more is made known to the people and less to the enemy. ft te wrong 
not to take thie matter into consideration, Taking inte account the 
effects of criticiem means seriously considering the actual effects that 
may be produced by a specific criticiem ae well ae certain side effects 
that may be produced, and paying attention to preventing the side effects 
when writing criticisms, When taking into account the effects of eriticiem 
we should also pay attention to the timing of ite publication in the press, 
Sometimes, criticiem should be published before the mistake is corrected, 
At other times, it should be published at the time the mistake ie being 
corrected or hase been corrected, After 10 yeare of calamity, probleme 

are now piling up like mountains and our country te afflicted with many 
ilies. Because of this, the prese editorial department should exercise 
greater care when publishing criticiems, Like « good doctor, the editorial 
departrent should be adept in grasping the main ilinese and suit the medicine 
to the disease. At the same time, attention must be paid to the patient's 
constitution, and the medication should not be too drastic. It must be 
remembered that when the body is very weak, even the best tonic, if taken 
improperly, cannot produce the desired effect. 


The Question of Criticizing Someone by Name 


At present, criticiem is generally made without naming the persone. An event, 
@ question, a thought and a style are criticized, Criticiem is directed 

at things, not men. We think that no work and no person is free of mistakes, 
It is not possible to avoid mistakes. Mistakes certainly have their subjec- 
tive causes but sometimes they are mainly due to objective causes. Many 
subjective causes are affected by objective ones. Therefore, under normal 
circumstances we should lay emphasis on things, and not on men when 
criticizing mistakes. We should analyze the subjective and objective causes 
of mistakes eo that those criticized can acquire experience and learn their 
lessons. In the case of many things, the responsibility reets mainly not 
with gen but with the specific system that is not rationally instituted, 

We should restructure this system. Take the question of privileges, for 
exemple. Some leading comrades are too unseemingly. They even act contrary 
to party discipline and state laws. But some probleme should be resolved 

by changing the system. it should be understood that the effects of the 
cadre remuneration system which we learned from foreign countries on the 
even of the founding of the republic are deep-rooted and we have been 
accustomed to them for a long time. Therefore, we should make an analysis 
and find out whether it is 4 matter of an irrational eyetem or « matter of 
violation of laws and discipline. 


Of course, it is necessary for the press to name the pereons when carrying 
out criticisms. We cannot say that in 411 cases those criticized should 
not be named. it is necessary to name them because certain persons are 








mainiy responsible for some mistakes, But those criticized should be named 
with cireumepection, Typical examples should be selected, the opinions 

of the relevant quartere solicited and the facts investigated and verified, 
Those who should assume responsibility for mistakes but refuse to mend their 
waye despite repeated education should be picked out a6 typical examples, 

If eo, the actual effecte of criticiem will be greater. 


Hitting ‘The Fly’ and Hitting ‘The Tiger’ 


in principle, beth should be hit and “the tiger” should be hit harder. If 
& party committee leade the newspaper in hitting only “the flies” and not 
“the tigers,” then both the party committee and the party newepaper are in 
violation of the resolution of the Central Committee on carrying out 
critictem and self-critictem, and party members, cadres and the masees wil! 
naturally be diesatiefied with the party newspaper and the party committee. 
However, when spec fically dealing with these cases, we should act with 
circumepection. You cannot willfully criticize marshals, Politbureau 
members or anyone as Lin Biao and the “gang of four” did, We must not 
practice anarchiem and must not lend ourselves to the tendency towards 
breaking away from the leadership of the party committee. We must have 
organization and discipline. Cadres at various levels should be governed 
by 4 system of management. Criticiem should be carried out according to 
organizational principle. For example, it wae with the approval of the 
party committees concerned that Liu Decai, formerly deputy commander of 
Shenyang military unite, commander of the Luda Garrison District and first 
secretary of Luda Municipal Committee; Su Hua, formerly first secretary of 
Thoumadian Dietrict Committee, and Wang Weiqun, formerly deputy secretary 

of the Henan Provincial Committee, were criticized in the prees. It is not 
that RENWIN RIBAO can criticize anyone it likes, We do not have such great 
authority. Oure is 4 party organ and, without the approval of the party 
committee, our newspaper cannot publish criticism of this great importance. 
This is the elementary principle of organizational discipline, The 
newspaper which criticizes others for breaching lawe and discipline should 
iteelf piay an exemplary role in observing party discipline and state laws. 
The “ciger” and the “fly” are not only different in size but also different 
in nature. Do not think that if you can hit the “fiy” you can aleo hit 

the “tiger.” For example, one who seriously violates laws and discipline 
may be regarded ae 4 big “tiger.” But if this man really exerts 4 tremendous 
inf lwence, it will be necessary to pay attention to the timing of criticiens 
and the method of dealing with him. At the same time, it is one thing to 
deai with the case and another to publieh it in the press. Without 
seriously studying euch a criticiem with the circles concerned, ve cannot 
publieh it im the press as we like. However, it would be a serious short- 
coming of the prese editorial department as well as a serious shortcoming 
in the work of the party committee of 4 party newspaper carried no criticiens. 
it would be a serious shortcoming on the part of the editorial department 
and the party committee if a newspaper they ran only dared to hit “flies” 
and not “tigers.” For thie the party committee should be mainly held 
responsible. Does the party newspaper dare to criticize “tigers” or not? 
it is up to the party committee to consider the question seriously. Does 
the party newspaper dare to uphold party discipline and can it uphold the 
equality of everybody before party diecipline and state laws’? The right to 
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make the decision reste with the party committee, It is precisely because 
of this that it is very necessary to select typical examples with « ireunspee- 
tion and toe obtain the approval of the party committee, We propagate the 
equality of everyone before the law, Yet, the masses of people will net 
trust us if we show inequality to some people, if within the party we 
cannot seriousiy deal with those “tigers” according to party discip) ine 
and state lews and on the basis of equality for all, if we do net seriously 
consider and pick out those “tigers” that can be publicly ecrtticized in the 
prese and if we do not let the masses know that we really dare to hit 
tigers.” We must pick out several important cases for open criticien., 
Otherwiee the masses will not believe ue even if we say ft « hundred times, 


To be sure, most of the criticiems are directed against “flies” because 
there are large numbers of them. fven “flies” may not be hit arbitrarily. 
Care must be taken when hitting them. Under ordinary circumstances, we 
should criticize them by naming them, We should know dialectics. De not 
look down on “flies.” Many “flies” empty their bowele and pies on the 
masses. If you hit these “flies” the masses there are pleased and the 
masses in other localities are pleased, too. Sometimes when you hit the 
"fiy” you hurt the “tiger.” Sometimes, while hitting a "fly" an article 
is directed against a “tiger” to warn him that he straighten uw. If he 
does not mend his ways, we will make him blush and he wil! hawe a bad time, 
Eventually, he cannot escape the punishment by the party discipline and 
state laws. 


Insuring Great Effects of Criticies 


The 1954 Central Committee resolution etated: “The party committeoes at 
various levels should see to it that the criticiem carried out in party 
nevepapers produces real effects, and regularly teaches party members, 
especially those criticized, to take a correct attitude toward the 
criticiems published in the newspapers. Those criticized must make 4 sincere 
and thorough self-criticiem of their shortcomings or mistakes. If they 
think that the criticiem carried out in the newspaper is mot correct or is 
inconsistent with the fact, they should explain thinge on the basie of facts 
and must accept with an open mind the correct part of the criticiem even 
if it makes up only 5 percent. Those criticized who do not accept correct 
criticiem or refuse to correct their mistakes should be criticized 
continuously until they mend their ways. Those who retaliate against 

the critic or suppress criticiem, if confirmed after investigation, should 
be duly punished no matter who they are and how high their position is. 
The party committee newspaper in the district of those criticized must 
reprint the criticism published in the party committee newspaper at the 
higher level, and the party committee concerned should take measures to 
correct the shortcomings and mistakes brought to light by the party 
committee newspaper at the higher level. Under the single leadership 

of the party committee, the discipline committees of the party committees 
and the people's supervisory organs of the governments at various levels 
should assist the newspapers in carrying out criticiem and self-criticienm 
and ineure their real effects.” What are the effects that should be 
produced’? i feel that the most important effect is to heighten the 
enthusiase of the masses for supervising party work and to bring into play 
their role as the real masters. 

















Paty -ommittees Should Lead the Newspaper in Shouldering Responsibility 
independent ly 


This polnt wae clearly atated in the 1954 resolution: “Party committees 
at various levele should @ ve active aupport te the work of the newapaper 
editorial department and organigationally strengthen the newapaper of the 
party committee, The party committee should ineatruct the editorial depart- 
ment to intensify party epirit training for the newspaper editors and 
reporters and raise their political level, regularly carry out criticiem 
and self-criticiem within the editorial department and regularly listen to 
the readers’ criticieme of the editorial department so that the editors 
and reporters can undertake thie extremely solemn political task. Thies 
meane taking criticiem as a serious political task, 


The 1950 Central Committee decision stated: “Por 411 the criticiems pub- 
lished in the prees, the prese teportere and editore are to shoulder the 
responsibility independently. In the past, many localities put into effect 
one method, that is, contributions criticizing the party and government 
organizations and personnel were sent to the organizations and personne! 
criticized for their perusal and were published only with their approval. 
in war time when it was not convenient to make investigations, this method 
avoided many criticieme that were not consistent with reality and were not 
carefully worked out. But under the present conditions, it would be wrong 
to carry on with thie method which will do more hare than good. From 

now on, when they cannot decide whether certain criticiemse are true or 
false, the prese personnel may still solicit opinions from the departments 
concerned, However, ae long as the prese firmly believes that such 
criticiems are basically correct, they should etill publish them on their 
responsibility even if they have not sought or obtained the approval of 
thowe criticized.” It is aleo etipulated thereafter: “All useful criticiems 
in lettere from readers, which the presse can judge to be true, should be 
published.” I think thie is an important provision made by the Central 
Committee. It increases the independent responsibility to be shouldered 

by the press. It avoide the practice of sending all contributions to the 
party committee for examination and holding the party committee responsible 
for any mistakes. The party committee should criticize the party newspaper 
and make it rectify this irresponsible attitude. 


Shouldering reeponsibility independently does not mean dispensing with the 
leadership of the party. It means that the party committee leads the 
editorial department of the party newspaper in learning how to shoulder 
responsibility independently. It is to shoulder responsibility independently 
under leaderehip. Shouldering responsibility independently does not mean 
asserting one's independence. If the party does not lead the newspaper 

in carrying owt criticiem and does not lead the newspaper in publishing 
criticiem, it would mean dispensing with the leadership of the party. It 
would mean that the party committee gives up the leadership of the party. 
in fact, to seek inetructions in everything and send all contributions to 
the party committee for examination is the easiest and safest thing for 
those who run the newspaper. But the party committee cannot foster press 
cadres of thie type. If the newspaper carries no masse criticiem, it shows 
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net only 4 Mistake on the part of the party newepaper, bul a.so 4 mistake 
on the part of the party committee, From the appearance and disap; sarance 
of eriticieoms in the party newspaper, party membere and the people will 
judge whether the party committee develope democracy. Awe the |'954 Central 
Committee decision stated: “Party committees at various levele should 
regularly take the following ae the yardetick for measuring the party epirit 
of the newspaper, measuring the inner<party democratic \ife and the strength 
of the party committee; whether the newspaper fully carries out critieiem, 
whether the criticiem is correct and whether cadres warnly welcome and 
resolutely protect the working people's criticieme from the bottom up.” 
Comrades should note that here the vardetick te for measuring net only 

the party spirit of the newspaper but aiso the inner<party democratic life 
and the strength of the party committee. Criticiem in general and mase 
ecriticiem in particular should be liberally carried out. It must be under- 
stood that many people breaching laws and discipline are afraid of the 
masses. They do not fear criticiem carried out within their organizations. 
No matter how you criticize them, they will not mend their waye. Sut when 
they hear that the newspaper will carry 4 criticiem of them, they will be 
afraid because they fear the masses. 


Party committees should take care to put the newspaper to use, learn how 
to utilize the etrength of the masses and organize and teach the masses 

to carry out criticiem in the press. Such is the leadership of the party, 
because it is the party that leads the masses in carrying out criticiem 

in the party newspaper. You teach the masses t> carry out criticienm, send 
the criticism contributions to the newspaper office and then teach the 
newspaper editorial department to select the contributions for publication. 
This means exercising party leadership, end strengthening it. Here is a 
dialectical relationship. The newspaper office should exercise care, pay 
attention to the effects of criticiem, observe discipline, make investi- 
gations and study, increase their ability to determine what is true and 
what is falee and increase their ability to distinguish correct critictem 
from destructive criticism. Some contributions are supposed to be sent 

to the party committee for examination but the editorial department should 
train itself to shoulder responsibility inetead of shifting it to the 
party committee. 


The party committee should foster the epirit of the party newpaper to 
shoulder responsibility independently and, in particular, to take a correct 
attitude toward the mistakes in newspaper propaganda. The fundamental 
methods are: 1) To teach the newspaper personnel to raise their theoretical 
and political levels. 2) To teach them to go among the masees to gain a 
greater and gore comprehensive knowledge of the actual conditions. To 
achieve this, the party committee should give preferential treatment to 
press comrades in the matter of attending meetings and reading documents. 

3) Rigorously enforce the propaganda discipline and the system of examining 
contributions, thereby organizationally ineuring that mistakes are reduced 
and no great ones are made. If the newspaper makes 4 mistake in propaganda, 
it is imperative to teach leading cadres of the newspaper office to take a 
serious attitude toward the mistake, conscientiously examine ite cause, sum 
up lessone from it, courageously admit it, openly make a self-criticiem 

and become model self-critics. The newspaper which often criticizes others 
must accept the criticism of others from time to time. Ae far as possible, 
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correct Newepaper criticiem should be made, But incorrect criticiame are 
unavoidable, Criticiem of the newapaper by othere is often correct, but 
incorrect criticiem ie unavoidable, A responsible comrade of the Central 
Committee, who wae regularly in charge of preas work, said in 1950; What 
he said is worthy of being studied by presse workers. I will read out 

his words to you: “One who rune 4 newspaper will unavoidably make some 
mistakes and have some shortcomings. We will be criticized, sometimes 
incorrectly. Do not be afraid of thie. Do not get nervous after getting 
wind of something. One who wants to run a newspaper must not fear 
eriticiem, Being afraid of making mistakes, being afraid to shoulder 
responsibility and suggest new ideas and methods, not seeking achie -ement 
and steering clear of rocke are manifestations of an inadequate sense of 
responsibility to the party. We must withstand criticiem, accept criticiem 
and promptiy improve our work." 


At the same time, it must be understood that it is not possible to avoid 
mistakes. They are unavoidable. Thie applies to other work as well as to 
prees work. Like other work, prees work cannot be free of mistakes. The 
press can only cut down ite mistakes and do its best to avoid serious ones. 


To be eure, the leading body of the newspaper office must not excuse itself 
by streasing that mistakes are unavoidable. It must strive to turn bad 
things, that is mistakes, into good ones, improve iteelf in the process and 
eut down ite mistakes as far as possible. The newspaper that has made a 
mistake must impose strict demands on iteelf and must not shift the 
responsibility for it to the party committee. Even if the contributions 
have been examined by the party committee, the newspaper should courageously 
shoulde: the responsibility if a mistake has been made. You cannot use such 
excuses as “the contributions have been sent to and examined by so and so” 
and “thie contribution was based on the view of so and so." If the newspaper 
has made a mistake, the party committee should severely criticize it but 
must do eo from the angle of running counter to the theoretical principles, 
policy principles of factual principles. Do not put too much emphasis on 
“who examined the contributions?” and “Why did you not send it for examina- 
tion?” If you do eo, you are likely to dampen their spirit of independent 
responsibility. If the editorial department is so cautious that it sends 
all contributions to the higher level for examination and shifts responsi- 
bility for the mistake to the higher level, it will be unable to run the 
newspaper well. Strengthening the leadership of the party means leading 

the newspaper office in running the newspaper well on its own responsibility. 


An important duty of the party committee is to run the party newspaper in 
auch a way that it becomes a militant newspaper with a strong sense of 
principles, courageously defending the theory, line, general and specific 
policies of the party and carrying forward the fine tradition and style of 
the party. To run the newspaper in such a way that it becomes a newspaper 
capable of rousing the rank-and-file of the party and all people of the 
country to supervise the work of the party and the state from all sides and 
supervise the work of cadres at various levels and place the party committees 
really under the supervision by party members and the people is an important 
guarantee that the party will not change its political color and a guarantee 
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that the whole party and the whole people will wholeheartedly and confidently 
grow a hundred-fold and achieve the four modernizations. To produce such a 
newspaper is an important achievement by the party committee. fatlure to 
produce auch a newspaper is a serious shortcoming on the part of the party 
committee, 


Were the supervision by the masses inside and outside the party te mainly 
related to the question of criticiem. This is because the problem of pub- 
lishing criticisms in the press has not been satisfactorily resolved while 
the problem of publishing praise and suggestions is generally not great.

"DENG XLAOPING BERA' POLICIES CRITICIZED

[Text ) The slogan "We are in the Deng Xiaoping Era” is now circulating 

in more and more localities and army unite. Obviously this is not a good 
sign. Some people are using this slogan to do things that harm the state 
and the people. Many others, when criticized for being too far to the 
right in their ideology, try to stop criticiem by saying that “we are 

in the Deng Xiaoping Era." Some people even divide the postiiberation 
period into three eras: the Mao Zedong Fra, the Lin Biao and “gang of four" 
era and the Deng Xiaoping Era. They also proclaim that, whereas in the 
past the more one turned to the left, the more revolutionary one became; 
now, the more one turns to the right, the more progressive one becomes. 
Such phenomena, if unchecked, will bring tremendous harm to the country and 
peopie. 


We cannot fail, at the same time, to realize that the appearance and spread 
of the so-called "Deng Xiaoping Era” siogan is directly connected with recent 
principles and policies and with Vice Premier Deng Xiaoping's vigorous 
efforts to cultivate his prestige in Chinese society and to establish 

trusted leading bodies in the party, the government and the army. 


Vice Premier Deng has repeatedly said that there would be no future political 
campaigns. However, four disguised political campaigns have been launched 

in the army, with even more in some units. This, of course, does not 

include last year's in-depth rectification campaign launched in various army 
units on numerous occasions, the small-scale work style rectification campaign 
in various individual units, the “training” of cadres above regimental or 
divisional levels in training classes organized by various army units and 

the “three-investigation" and “four-investigation” campaigns conducted 
through party schools, cadre schools and rotational training classes. All 

of these, while lesser in momentum, were not much different in nature from 
past political campaigns. 


There have always been a large number of cadres who have fallen victim 

to disguised political campaigns. In minor cases, the victims were 
criticized and forced to make self-examination. In more serious cases, they 
were removed, retired, or transferred from the army. In just 3 and 1/2 years, 
the army has undergone three fairly large changes in its principal cadres. 
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By last March, 547 middle and top ranking cadres had been removed, demoted, 
retired or transferred from the army. New appointees to the vacant poste 
were all personally chosen by Vice Premier Deng Xiaoping. No wonder some 
of these people follow and implement Vice Premier Deng Xiaoping's words 
and instructions completely, regardless of whether they are correct or not.

What 
they have done, however, is act in a totally factionalist manner. They 
practice dictatorship and form cliques and groups in the party, army and 
government, and they assign jobs everywhere only to their faithful 
followers, fellow countrymen and old subordinates. The newly appointed 
general secretary of the party Central Committee, the vice premiers of 

the State Council and the chief of the PLA General Staff are all, for 
example, in this category. Even the appointments and removals of important 
cadres in all military regions are subjected to the test of loyalty to a 
single person. 


Although requiring others to uphold collective leadership and oppose 
individual dictatorship, the said person himself chooses to instigate 

his faction and clique to (?employ his own personnel and seek selfish 
interests) in leading organs of both the central government and localities 
and adopts high-handed steps to forcibly adopt resolutions that meet only 
his own demands. The so-called “colleccive discussion and collective 
resolution” is nothing but an exercise of individual dictatorship. Flaunting 
the signboards of satisfying the people's demands, safeguarding the people's 
interests and waging a struggle sgainet erroneous tendencies and evil-doers, 
he persecutes people who stand against the practice of “one person alone 

has the say” and put labels on those who do not act according to his own 
inetructions. 
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It has been learned that a thorough investigation will soon be conducted 
among army party~-member cadres at and above the company level. It is 
estimated that about 83,000 cadres will be subjected to this investigation, 
mainly for reasons ranging from “low political coneciousnese,” “failure to 
conscientiously implement the line" and "having joined the party during the 
Cultural Revolution,” to "backbone elements of Lin Biao and the ‘gang of 
four.'"

LACK OF FAITH, CONFIDENCE IN GOVERNMENT DISCUSSED

[Text] The ideological condition reflected by a crisis in faith, passivity 
and lack of contidence in fulfilling the four modernizations program among 
a large number of cadres and masses at present is not so simple as the five 
men in the party Central Committee have claimed. They attributed the lack 
of faith and confidence and the passive attitude to the sharp reduction of 
bonuses and to the state policy of procuring more farm products from the 
masses. Actually, this kind of sentiment has prevailed since late 1958. 

It dominated even more in 1979, particularly following the 10,000-man rally 
held in January this vear. 


it should be realized that the above-mentioned sentiment is closely connect- 
ed with the domestic and foreign policies that have been implemented recently. 
As a matter of fact, the 10-year plan formulated after the downfall of the 
“gang of four"; the 23-year long-range plan; the slogans such as “realize 
the four modernizations before the turn of the century; and the production 
targets set for every 5 years, every 3 years and every year are all un- 
realistic. [Two sentences indistinct] All these slogans and plans should 
have been abandoned or corrected when the llth National CCP Congress was 
convened. We must not rely on what Vice Premier Deng and Chairman Hua 

said, and they did not correct such plans until 1979. The carrying out of 
the so-called economic readjustments not only fails to preserve the prestige 
of the leading comrades of the CCP Central Committee, but makes the broad 
masses of cadres and people start to seriously doubt the policies and words 
of the leading comrades of the central authorities. In January this year, 
Vice Premier Deng said: Did the central authorities not correct their 
errors already? Those who continue to criticize the central authorities 

for errors that have been corrected are opposing the central authorities 

and the leading comrades of the central authorities. They are counter- 
revolutionaries. Let me raise a question here. Those at the lower level

clases of 1977, combining teaching with the development of academi« 
activities, employed various forme like special discussions and thei: 

own publications to inquire actively into the principal contradictions 
facing our country at the present time. On a foundation of liberated 
thinking combined with adherence to the four basic principles, che students 
each expressed his am opinion, debated enthusiastically, enlivened the 
academic atmosphere, raised study effectiveness, and derived a few 
experiences on solving the probleme of how liberal arts students can 
coordinate their professional studies and political ideological education 
with the requirements of the four modernizations, etc. 


In their inguiry into the principle contradiction facing our «ountry at 
present, the students expressed g@everal relatively represents tive viewpointe: 


The first opinion was that “The principal contradiction is between socta! 
production and the needs of the people.” They believed thac thie opinion 
wae determined by the besic economic laws of socialiem. The objective 

of socialist production is to satisfy to as great a degree as possibie 
the ordinary increases in material and cultural requirements of the whole 
society, and the means used to realize this objective is to incessant \y 
increase and perfect the socialist economy on a foundation of high 
technology. Thies basic law of socialist economy determines that we surt 
strive to develop socialist production to satisfy the materia! and cultural 
needs of the broad masses of the people. At present, the levels o! 
science and technology and our productive force are al! very low and are 
relatively far from realizing this objective; it ie thie that constitutes 
the actual contradictions. At the same time, the contradiction between 
social production and the needs of the people is the motivation for the 
development of socialist production, because production and consumpt (on 
are the interdependent unity of opposites. On the one hand, production 
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ie the foundation of consumption, and it creates the motivation for 
coneumption, On the other hand, consumption is the objective of pr duction, 
consumption changes the product into something real and aleo creates 4 
motivation for production, The continuous solution of thie contradiction 
ie the process of continuous development of our country's socialist 
production. Comrades holding different viewpointe question the above view, 
believing that, first, thie viewpoint does not touch upon the question 

of production relations and is a problem of contradictions only within 

the sphere of production; second, the contradiction between 

production and consumption existe in all social conditions, and suggesting 
that thie te the principal contradiction which does not anewer the ap cial 
questions of @ socialiet society, and third, thie contradiction comes 
under the category of basic contradictions, and certainly does not 

toweh on the question of the principal contradiction. 


The second viewpoint maintained that “The principal contradiction is 

the contradiction of the indirect separation of the laborers from labor 
materials under the socialization of production.” Admitting the qualitative 
differences between the basic contradictions and principal contradictions 
of the new and old societies and the great significance of the establishment 
of our country's socialist production relations, they believe that the 
meaning of socialiem is in the elimination of the fa ced separation of 
laborers and labor materiale by the production relations of the system 

of private ownership and the thoroughgoing liberation of production force 
that comes with the direct combination of laborers with the means of 
production through social ownership of all the means of production. 

Because of thie, the transformation of the system of ownership is certainly 
not the transformation of all production relations. The establishment of 
4 certain form of public ownership cannot automatically implement the 
social possession of the means of production. The possibility of the 
high-speed development of a productive force must become a etable 

reality, and this can be done through a process of social possession 

and allocation and control by labor of the means of praduction or living 
conditions. Moreover, the activity of our country's socialist economy 

is organized principally by the state. The state exercises the management 
of the means of production through appointed civil servants, and determines 
production, accumulation, consumption, and labor conditions and wages 
through plans and laws. This makes the state the owner of the means of 
production, and the combination of the laborers with the means of pro- 
duction is arranged and realized through the state's efforts. Under 
circumstances in which classes and bureaucracy still exist, the in- 
directness of this combination carries the possibility of separation. 
Moreover, socialized production does not allow this kind of separation 

to exist. Thus, the two form a contradiction. This contradiction controls 
and derives the various kinds of contradictory phenomena that occur in 

our country's economic activity, ae for example, the contradictions 
represented by the opposition between the needs of unified planning 

of production and the feudal yamen-type economy characterized by 
subjectiviem and bureaucratiem, the opposition between an administered 
management system and the full activation of the creativity of labor, 

the contradiction between the rigidity of a wage system and “From 
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each according to his ability, to each according to hie work,” ete, whieh 
are roadblocks impeding the rapid development of our country's productivity 
Comrades who disagree with thi viewpoint aay that thie «ind of contradiction 
does exist in our soetety at present, but individual phenomena cannot be 
blown up into universal occurrences, and secondary things cannot be blown 
up into principal things. There must be further inquiry into whether 

of not this kind of contradiction can have a dominant or concrol ing 
effect. Besides, the heart of the present work te the implementation of 
the “four modernizactions,” which has the implication of wanting to develop 
productive force; if this viewpoint is established, the implication 

is that the central task is etill the transformation of production 
relations. Moreover, there is a fundamental difference between Chie bind 
of indirect separation and the direct separation of laborere and labor 
materiale under capitaliom, and there must be further clarification. 


The third opinion said: "The principal contradiction te that between 
socialist production relations and a low productive force under two 
systems of public ownership.” They believe that in different stages of 
development, socialiem has different principal contradictions. Sefore 

our country's three great reformations, capitaliom and the syetem of 
individual ownership seriously impeded the development of productive force, 
and for this reason the principal contradiction wae between the bourgeoisie 
and the proletariat. After the three great reformations had been completed, 
our ountry hed established production relations far more advanced than 
those of capitaliem. Even though there were etill contradictions between 
them and the productive force, in essence they were nonantagonistic and 
did not appear as an intense class struggle. At the same time, clase 
power changed greatly relative to one another, and the proletariat already 
stood in an overwhelming superiority, and the productive foree inherited 
fram the old society still stood at a low level. Because of this, the 
contradiction between production relations and productive force underwent 
changes from both sides, the productior relations becoming relatively stable 
and the development of productive force becoming the principal direction 
of the contradiction. Comrades who disagree with thie idea say that this 
viewpoint assumes that there are advanced production relations that 

exceed the level of productive force and are independently produced, ani 
that these production relations can be independent of the level of 
productive force, which violates the basic principles of Merxiem. At the 
Same time, if we assume that this was the principal contradiction after 

the three great transformations, it is difficult to interpret the past 

10 years, especially the intensely complex clase struggle of the cultural 
revolution period. 


The fourth viewpoint said: “The principal contradiction in our country's 
society at the present time is still the etruggie becween the two lines 
and the two classes." Comrades holding this view argue from three aspects. 
One te that the struggle between the two classes and the two lines is a 
fundamental question concerning the success or failure, the life or death 
of socialism, and it determines the nature and direction of the socialiat 
society. Socialiem is @ stage in the process from a clase society to a 
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classless one. A general trend like thie ie realized through the 
continuous increase in the strength of the proletariat and he gra lual 
erosion of the atrength of the bourgeoisie, If clase struggle le abandoned 
in the slightest, the whole process of socialiet deve opment may be 
interrupted. Another te that the struggle between two classes and two lines 
ie @ powerful motivation for the development of socliallet productive 

force. The third te that the struggle between the two classes and two 
lines restricts the correct resolution of contradictions among che people. 
Clase struggle ie still much in evidence politically, economically, and 
ideologically within the party and the revolutionary organisation, and 

we must still persiet in clase struggle if this is to be resolved. Of 
course, when we speak of class struggle we must distinguieh it from the 
clase struggle expansion of the "gang of four,” and we must strictly 
disciminate between con'radictions of two different natures, but this 
certainly does not deny the objective existence of clase struggle as a 
principal contradiction Students who disagreed with this viewpoint 
believe that the basic contradiction of socialiem is manifested in the 
unsatisfactory comprehension of class struggle. Since the contradiction 
between our country's production relations and productive force is non- 
@ntagonistic, it is uncertain that it can be resolved through class strug- 
gle, but it may be resolved through the socialist syetem itself. At 

the same time, the scope and function of clase struggle are subject to 
different circumstances in different historical periods. In the period 

of the democratic revolution, it concentrated on solving the contradiction 
between the masses of people and the “three mountains; before the three 
great transformations, it concentrated on solving the contradiction between 
the proletariat and the bourgeoisie; after the three great transformations, 
the original landlords, bureaucrats, and bourgeoisie twving been struck 
down, the means of production were confiscated from the national 
bourgeoisie with the result that the production contradiction rose to be 
the principal aspect and the class contradiction became secondary. Only 
thie matches the spirit of the present shift in the heart of the party's 
work and the development of productive force as the principal mission. 


In their study and in the process of the questions and answers is the 
discussion, the comrades displayed some other viewpoints. Some suggested 
that our country's present basic contradiction is manifested in the 
contradiction between the incessant socialization of production on a 
foundation of high technology and the inadequate socialization of socialist 
production relations, and is manifested in the contradiction between the 
individual and the group, with the state above the relations between 
persons, and these are the principal contradictions in our country at 
present. Some believed that the basic contradiction is manifested in 

the contradiction between the objective requirement for incessant 
development of the productive force and the imperfection of the socialist 
system of public ownership, and the principal contradiction, derived from 
this, is between the laboring masses and bureaucratism. A few students 
proposed that we concentrate on research in some problems concerning the 
principal contradiction. For example, the question of the concept of the 
principal contradiction of a society, the question of the relationship 
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between the basic contradiction and the principal contradiction, the 
question of whether or not it te 4 principal contradiction that existe 
throughout the soctaliet atage, as well ae the question of the relationship 
between the principal contradiction and the shift in the heart of the 
party's work, The rateing of these questions further advances the

CRITICISM OF LIU'S STAND ON ‘PERSONAL INTERESTS' REFUTED

{Text} The so-called theory of "Merging Public and Private Interests" was 
one of the so-called “six evil theories” which Lin Biao and the gang of four 
imposed on Comrade Liu Shaoqi during the Cultural Revolution. At that time, 
all the critical articles assumed a very aggressive attitude and vigorously 
launched their attacks. However, this kind of so-called "criticiem" was 
simply the trick of framing a case against the victim by quoting his state- 
ments out of context. Many of these articles did not even make it clear 
what the theory of the "Merging of Public and Private Interests" was, and 
yet they were waging a “heroic battle.” How lamentable! 


From what we know, Comrade Liu never made any statements about “merging 
public and private interests." As regards the word “merge,” he did mention 
it in his article “How To Be a Good Communist," Chapter 6, which reads as 
follows: 


“Our party member is not an ordinary person but a conscious vanguard fighter 
of the proletariat. He should be a conscious representative of the class 
interests and class consciousness of the proletariat. Therefore, in no 
case should he give prominence to his personal interests beyond the inter- 
ests of the party and the proletariat. The party's cadres and leading per- 
sons should all the more represent the general interests of the party and 
the proletariat. Their personal interests should all the more be merged 
entirely into the general interests and aims of the party and the prole- 
tariat. In China's circumstances today, only the proletariat can best re- 
present the interests of national liberation. Therefore, our party members 
should also be the best representatives of our national interests as a 
whole." 


To avoid quoting out of context, we quoted the complete paragraph, which 
may be a bit too long but is necessary. All of us can see, can't we, 
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whether or not there te any mistake in it? It is quoted from Chapter 6, 
under the title: "A Party Member's Personal Intereste Must Be Subordinated 
Unconditionally to the Interests of the Party." The basic apirit repeated- 
ly explained in the chapter is the following: Firet, a communist must 
clearly celine the correct relationship between personal intereste and party 
interests, At any time and on any problem, he must first remember the in- 
Lerests of the party as a whole, always place the party's interests in the 
forefront, and place his personal problems and personal interests in a sub- 
ordinate position Every party memper must, in mind and in action, identify 
hie personal interests entirely with the interests of the party; in other 
words, he must “serve the interests of che party and sacrifice his personal 
interests without any hesitation or reluctance." Second, as a responsible 
person of the party and ite organization, one must, as far as possible, Look 
after and protect party members’ indispensable personal interests, and help 
them to continuously promote and improve themselves in the revolut tonary 
cause of the proletariat. Up co now, thie spirit is still glittering like 
goid. Who can find any flaw in it? 


in addition, in hie “How To Be a Good Communist," Comrade Liu talked about 
the relationship between personal interests and party interests on many 
occasions before and after Liberation, with the same baeic spirit as ex- 
plained in his “How To Be a Good Communist.” Of course, among his speeches 
there were certain statements, such as that about “suffering a emall dis- 
advantage to gain a big advantage," that could easily be misunderstood. 
However, our anclente said it well: “Men are not saints; how can they be 
free from faults"? So long as you are not believers of “every word is the 
truth,” as trumpeted by Lin Biac, yoo should make your own analysis and 
should not attack him for a single fault without considering his other 
aspects, not make unrestrained exaggerations and not destroy him. 


Nevertheless, in the period when “man and devil were transposed and right 
and wrong confused," Comrade Liu's correct discussions on the relationship 
between public and private interests were seriously distorted, labeled the 
theory of the "Merging of Public and Private Interests," “criticized” mer- 
cilesslvy and endlessly, and made to suffer countless accusations and vili- 
fications. Hie elleged crimes becawe increasingly more serious, such as 

the “Book of Private Interests,” “advocating bourgeois individualism in a 
roundabout way," “bourgeois egoism,” “thoroughgoing bourgeois philistinism," 
“bourgeois way of doing business," ‘preaching individual strife for fame and 
te become specialists," “spiritual opium poisoning the soul of communists,” 
"bourgeois hedonien,” “out-and-out bourgeois world outlook," "the moral 

view of subjective idealism,” “the theory of ‘combining two into one’ 
against dialectics," “carrying on ‘peaceful evolution’ and restoring capit- 
aliem--a soft knife for killing people without blood," etc. However, true 
gold fears no (tre. Truth never changes color under attack. 


The accusers insisted on saying that Comrade Liu used his "Book of Private 


Interests” to explain the relationship between public and private interests 
and “advocated bourgeois individualism in a roundabout way." What was the 
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evidence? The “evidence” was that on many occasion Cowrace ic bad men- 
tioned looking after "personal interests.” Particulariy on le february 1960, 
when Comrade Liu received the leaders of the Democratic Conetrouct on Assocta= 
tion's Central Committee and the National Federation of ‘industry and Com 
merce, he said in his speech: "Personal interests must be looked after, for 
without personal interests there will be no group intereets. The centralt- 
zation of personal interests means collective interests. Are national tnter- 
ests not the centralization of 650 million individual interests’ Therefore, 
instead of caring for the public and not one's self, one shou care for 
both.” This quotation was always taken as “irrefutable evidence," and they 
kept picking on him. Nevertheless, this kind of “evidence” ie entirely 
untenable, 


Firat of all, Comrade Liu never taiked about personal interescs in an iso- 
lated and abstract way. Whenever he touched on personal interests, he 

always first said emphatically that party interests are above everything, 

and that personal interests must be subordianted to party interests, nation- 
al interests, and collective interests. At the aforesaid reception for lead- 
ers of the Democratic Construction Association and the Federation of In- 
dustry and Commerce, what he first laid stress on was also the ‘atereste of 
the nation and the people. He said: “He who devotes his mind co serving 

the people will gain personal benefits as weil. On the other hand, he who 
does not care for the interests of the nation and the people will noc re- 
ceive personal benefits. Under socialist conditions, he who devotes his 

mind to working for personal benefits will never achieve them. On the con- 
trary, he who devotes his mind to serving the people wil) be rewarded by the 
people." What blame can there be in this! The accusere disregarded the time, 
place, circumstances and audience of his speeches; they fv.rther disregarded 
the cause and effect as well as the context of his speeches and they took 

a statement out of context in order to criticize arbitrariiy. They them- 
selves ran counter to the materialist dialectics of Marxtem. With further 
misinterpretation and distortion, their accusation was worth less. 


Next, it is exceedingly preposterous, both in theory and in logic, to cri- 
ticize personal interests as the synonym of individualism. The word ‘priv- 
ate” may have many interpretations, one of which means personal interests, 
the opposite of collective interests. There is another interpretation which 
means individualism, the opposite of collectivism. Taking advantage of 

the word's different meanings, the accusers secretly interchanged them, com- 
mitted a fraud, and thought themselves clever. As a matter of fact, they 
were not so clever, because the two meanings of personal interests and 
individualism could not be confused. Individualism is the core of the 
bourgeois world outlook and the basic principle of bourgeois morality. Its 
basic feature is that everything proceeds from self-interest. It places 
one's self above everything. In the past, bourgeois individuslism opposed 
feudalism and rule by divine right, and it once played a certain progressive 
role. With the arrival of the socialist era, it has become entirely a back- 
ward and reactionary thing. Exactly for thie reason, we have always looked 
at selflessness as the »oble quality of revolutionaries. Mo -eover, we must, 
through positive ideological struggle, gradually overcome and (inally 
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eliminate individusliem and gradually establish the collectivist thought of 
serving the people wholeheartedly. However, it is different with personal 
interests. They mean the personal needs of social living, which are 
indispensable if a person is to survive and grow. When G. V. Plekhanov was 
etill a Marxist, he said: "Personal interests do not constitute a moral 
command but a fact of actence." ("Selected Philosophical Works of Plekhanov," 
vol 2, pp 92-93) Personal interests should sever be ignored or denied, 
though their substance and nature may be (| ent in different periods and 
under different social systems. A social lety is certainly not a 
society in which personal interests are rejecced; on the contrary, it is a 
society which can best care for and expand the personal interests of the 
greatest majority of the masses of people, because, as it is pointed out 

in the Communist Manifesto, “all past movements were those of the minority 

of people or were working for the interests of the minority. The proletarian 
movement is an independent movement of the greatest majority of people, and 
worke for their interests.” Therefore we cannot ignore the objective exist- 
ence of personal interests, much lese Lump together "personal interests" and 
"individualiem" and criticize them. 


It should also be seen that there is a certain relationship between personal 
interests and individualiem, though they are two different concepts. He 

who deals with his personal interests in an incorrect manner may possibly 
lapse into the quagmire of bourgeois individualism. The so-called incorrect 
manner means considering one's personal interests above everything, placing 
personal interests above those of the party, the state and the collective, 
and reversing entirely the correct positions of these two. Therefore, while 
talking about personal interests, the proletariat always places them in the 
collective interest and considers it the highest principle to subordinate 
them to the intereste of the party and the state. In doing this, the pro- 
letariat not only proceeds from a moral view but also acts on the basis of 
historica) materialism. 


As we all know, in « socialist society the relationship between two persons 
is closer than thet in any soctety of the past. Only a very small part of 
one's personal needs can be met directly by relying on one's own labor; the 
great portion is satisfied only by relying on the fruits of labor of the 
people of all lines of trade in society as a whole. Isolation from society 
or the collective, nobody can survive; and without collective interests, 

you can't talk about personal interests. In other words, to achieve per- 
sona) interests, a person must not only work for what he needs but also make 
hie contribution in exchange for the fruits of labor of other people. This 
is what we have always said in the past: “I work for everybody and every- 
body works for me." Therefore, the proletariat always consciously merges 
its personel interests into the interests of the collective. In this very 
sense, Comrade Liu Shaoqi said: “Instead of caring for the public and not 
one's self, one should care for both, first the public and then one's self." 
This is an absolutely correct viewpoint and in line with Marxism. This 
viewpoint and the thought that "party interests are above everything” and 
“the personal interests of partymembers should be subordinated entirely to 
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party interests," which Comrade Liu emphasized repeatedly, are two aspects 
of the same problem, supplementing and complementing each other. tourgeois 
individualism is wrong because, fundamentally speaking, it violates this ob- 
jective scientific law. It places personal interests above social and col- 
lective interests and, as a matter of fact, will naturally do harm to the 
interests of the majority of p  ‘e. Therefore, with the elimination of the 
system of exploitation and opp:cssion among the people, individualism must 
finally die out, while the personal interests of the working people, which 
are founded on the basis of public ownership, not only will not die out but, 
generally speaking, will certainly expand continuously and gain satisfac- 
tion to an increasingly greater extent. 


It is one of the fine traditions of our party to be concerned about and to 
care for the personal interests of the broad masses of people, provided that 
personal interests and party interests are placed in their correct positions. 
This was not invented by Comrade Liu. Early in the period of the Second 
Revolutionary Civil War, Comrade Mao Zedong put forward the famous slogan 
"Be concerned with the well-being of the masses," pointing out that "all 

the practical problems in the everyday life of the masses should claim our 
attention.” He earnestly suggested that by means of this meticulous work 
of caring for the well-being of the masses, “we should convince the masses 
that we represent their interests, that our lives are intimately bound up 
with theirs." During the period of the War of Resistance Against Japan, 
Comrade Mao laid down the principle that "we must know how to take good care 
of cadres," the content of which included being concerned with and taking 
care of the personal interests of cadres in their study and living. In 
1955, Comrade Mao again stated clearly: "Oppose spontaneous tendencies 
toward capitalism, which is characterized by selfishness, and foster the 
socialist spirit, which postulates the principle of integrating collective 
interest with individual interest as the criterion for judging all words 

and deeds." ("Selected Works of Mao Zedong," English edition, vol 5, pp 260- 
261) In 1956, in his article "On the Ten Major Relationships,” he also 
stated: "We should consider not just one side but all three--the state, 

the collective and the individual--or, as we used to say, ‘Take into con- 
sideration both the army and the people,’ and ‘Take into consideration both 
the public and the private interest'." ("Selected Works of Mao Zedong," 
English edition, vol 5, p 289) In 1957, once again he repeated: "On the 
question of distribution, we must take the interests of the state, the col- 
lective and the individual into account." ("Selected Works of Mao Zedong," 
English edition, vol 5, pp 400-401) Thus it is obvious that what our party 
has opposed all along is such individualism as considering one's personal 
interests above everything. Our party has never opposed personal interests 
in general terms and, moreover, has looked after the proper personal inter- 
ests of the masses as much as possible. This is an important reason why 

our party has gained the hearty support of the broad masses. Comrade Mao 
called "the principle of integrating collective interest with individual 
interest" the socialist spirit and, moreover, he would use it as the 
criterion for judging all words and deeds. Comrade Liu Shaoqi said that 
personal interests "should be merged entirely into the general interests 
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and aiws of the party and the proletariat.” The fundamental spirit is in 
complete unity. Except for people with ulterior motives, who else can smell 
any scent of “bourgeois egotem" in it? 


Proceeding from this principle alone, Comrade Liu Shaoqi touched upon the 
question of “disadvantage” and “advantage.” He said: "In our society, as 
long as you have made contributions, all the people will take notice of you. 
When you think of yourself all day long, you will not gain any personal 
benefit: however, when you don't think of your personal benefit, you will 
achieve it in the end. Take a small advantage and you euffer a big dis- 
advantage; but suffer a small disadvantage, and you will gain a big advant- 
age. Thie te in line with the Marxist world outlook of the proletariat." 
[See “Quotations From President Liu Shao-ch'i" p 61, Walker/Weatherhill} 
This talk with Wang Guangmei and family--"suffer a small disadvantage and 
gain a big advantage"--was denounced mercilessly as a typical example of 
so-called “philistiniem."” However, if you don't stubbornly find fault with 
the choice of words and split hairs, but instead read it in its context, 
you can understand clearly the meaning of this talk by Comrade Liu Shaoqi. 
It is still a problem of putting personal interests in a correct relation- 
ship to the interests of the collective, and of laying stress on placing 
personal interests within the interests of the collectives. Expansion of 
personal interests is possible only from an expansion of collective inter- 
ests. It is not possible to look only after one's personal interests; other- 
wise, even though one may gain an “advantage” for the time being, one will 
do harm to the national and collective interests, and will then do harm to 
one's personal interests, thus suffering a disadvantage. There is nothing 
wrong in this meaning itself. The only thing is that in his expression he 
used such words as “disadvantage” and “advantage,' which are sometimes mis- 
leading and often leave loopholes for those who fish for fame and compli- 
ments to exploit and to seek promotion by deceiving the people with false 
interpretations. It is permissible to point out that this kind of expres- 
sion was not proper. However, there were no grounds for calling this the 
"Book of Self-Interest" and “advocating individualism." 


By the same token, there was also no reason to equate Comrade Liu's state- 
ments, such as “according to party interests, party members should be helped 
to develop their personal quality and skill" to become experts, or to make 

a name in history, with the individual strife of bourgeois individualists 

to become famous and make themselves experts. While talking about estab- 
lishing one's reputation as an authority, Comrade Liu Shaoqi gave his 
precondition, which is “to improve one's eelf according to the party's 
orientation and historical needs." ("Talk to the Editors of BEIJING RIBAO," 
30 June 1958) This precisely one of the most fundamental distinctions be- 
tween the proletariat and the bourgeoisie. Thus, he further pointed out 
clearly that ‘without working for socialism, one can't become an authority; 
it's impossible." fven though one does so, one will eventually “bring dis- 
grace and ruin upon oneself." What a clear-cut stand! How can you say 

thie is “desire for personal fame and gain?" Doesn't our great socialist 
cause need thousands of red-and-expert persons of fame and authority? Is 

it really honorable to be mediocre and in a state of inertia, to have no 
ambition but to pay attention to material benefits? 
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In the book "The Holy Family," Marx and Engele said: ‘One's thoughts, once 
isolated from ‘benefit,’ will certainly betray oneseli." The socisel prac- 
tice of more than 10 years has fully proved that the so-called criticiem 

of the theory of “the merging of public and private interests,’ which Lin 

Biao and the gang of four made by confusing right and wrong, eventually not 
only “betrayed themselves" but also brought about serious social consequences. 


Firet of all, this "criticism " created serious ideological confusion. The 
proper personal interests of the masses of people were arbitrarily criti- 
cized as “bourgeois individualism," as if personal interests had become a 
kind of crime and evil. However, as personal interests constitute a kind of 
social need, they exist objectively and cannot be strangled by any force. 
Under these circumstances, an unusual historical phenomenon emerged: On 

the one hand, many people were forced to "condemn personal interests both 

in speech and in writing"; on the other hand, some people in society only 
looked after their personal interests, and the notion of appropriating public 
property and even of seeking private gain at public expense ran rampant. 
These people were preoccupied with their personal gains and losses, paid 
attention to "material benefits," or talked only about personal interests 
and disregarded the collective interests. The situation of seeing only the 
immediate interests and disregarding the long-term interests became in- 
creasingly serious, and even today it is still poisoning our social atmo- 
Sphere. With the criticism of "private interests within public interests," 
some people were led to misunderstand that national and collective interests 
were not related, or even opposed, to personal interests. Therefore, in- 
stead of considering themselves masters of national and collective enter- 
prises, they alienated themselves from these enterprises, and even acted 
against them. As a result of criticizing "first the public and then one's 
self," there emerged the [phenomenon of] "first one's self and then the 
public." Those with true individualism, who placed personal interests in 
the forefront, blatantly sought publicity. They openly asked for fame and 
benefit and “stared at money with heart and soul." What was even more ser- 
ious was the birth of some hypocrites and doubledealers who lied and talked 
big. Such people always rendered with the flow of eloquence the lipservice 
of "selflessness" and of “doing nothing for oneself and everything for 
others," but in fact they only knew how to use the abacus for themselves 

and calculated their personal and family benefits. 


Next, such "criticism" created a "theoretical basis" for Lin Biao and the 
gang of four to disregard the well-being of the masses of people, and it 
disrupted our party's fine working style of being concerned with the well- 
being of the masses, which had evolved in the lost past. Consequently, it 
encouraged the growth of the bureaucratic style of work among some cadres. 
Many cadres were confused, could not draw a clear line of demarcation between 
individualism and personal interests, did not dare to look after the proper 
personal interests of the masses, and even did not dare to talk about this 
problem. On the issue of personal interests to be settled urgently for the 
well-being of the masses, part of the cadres did not bother to ask questions 
or listen to what was said, remained indifferent, or shifted responsibility 
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onto higher or Lower levels or among themselves. The bureaucratic style of 
work was growing. Consequently, on the one hand, manpower and material re- 
sources were improperly distributed and employed, bringing about serious 
extravagance and waste; on the other hand, we owed a great "debt" to the 
people on this issue of | ir well-being for clothing, food and housing, 
which has not been rer {( fully up to the present, so that some muddleheaded 
comrades hold our pre: | leaders at all levels responsible for this old 
account. In tre more an 3 years since the downfall of the gang of four, 
all these serious consequences have been greatly mitigated by the work of 
bringing order out of chaos; however, they are still far from being totally 
eliminated. We must make further great efforts to wipe them out. 


For the moment, we have an important task to perform--that is, to repudiate 
completely all the false accusations imposed on Comrade Liu Shaoqi, including 
the theory of "the merging of public and private interests," and moreover to 
again give publicity extensively and comprehensively to Comrade Liu's im- 
portant discussions on the correct relationship between personal interests 
and party interests. This will be of great practical significance to our 
achievement of the four modernizations. 


In the more than 3 years since the downfall of the gang of four, our party 
and government have made and are making great efforts with respect to the 
close personal interests of the masses. Of course, there is still a great 
deal of work to do. This is one aspect. The other aspect is that as in- 
dividuals we must put individual interests in a correct relationship to 
party interests, and "merge" our personal interests in the interests of the 
party and the state. We must regard our party and state as our own party 
and state, show understanding and sympathy for their difficulties, and 
consciously share their worries and sorrows. Speaking in concrete terms, 

we must place the interests of our party and state above everyting. When 
one's personal interests come into conflict with the interests of the party 
and state, one should give importance to the overall situation and serve 
the interests of the party and state. We must be dedicated heart and soul 
to the same cause, concentrate our attention, and first do a good job of 
the four modernizations and the national economy! By doing this, then there 
is hope for solving all problems of personal interests. Let us make an 
effort and strive for this!

tion in the "four examinations” aimed at determining who could do a better 
job in humbly examining problems, sincerely seeking opiniones, and resolutely 
correcting mistakes. The Communist Party members of a certain air force 
division took this opportunity to spontaneously launch a ‘four review" and 
“four examination” activity. On this occasion they reviewed the party's 
political and ideological line and its historical mission, as well as the 
application forms for party membership they filled out long ago as a demon- 
stration of their determination to devote the rest of their lives to the 
four modernigzations.

They examined whether they 
worked hard enough to foster party spirit and ‘examined] their short- 
comings, which stood in sharp contrast with the heroic deeds performed by 
Comrade lw Shicai [0712 1102 2088) and other Communist Party members who 
took part in the self-defense counterattacks against Vietnam. The more 
they examined themselves, the higher became their fighting spirit and 
morale. 


During the “four examination” campaign, the vast numbers of Communist Party 
members conscientiously launched criticism and self-criticism with the aim 
of rectifying their workstyle. The "squad" members of the party committee 
of a certain air force division, in the course of the “four examinations,” 
not only attended classes and discussion meetings as ordinary party mem- 
bers but also took the lead in launching self-criticiem, thus inspiring 
other party members to do the same. They then analyzed and studied one by 
ome 54 different suggestions from students before putting them to good use. 
This divisional party committee also held heart-to-heart talks and launched 
name-calling criticism and self-criticism, thus enabling it to solve in a 
better way some problems left over from the previous periods. The “four 
examinations” were accompanied by rectification of the workstyle, with the 
aim of inspiring the party members to strictly observe discipline. During 
the rectification of the workstyle, the party committee members grasped 

the positive and negative examples and applied the principle of integrating 
theory with practice to teach the students how a Communist Party member 
should behave himself. They then proceeded on to commend party members 
who had done a good job and patiently criticized and educated others who 
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had made poor performances, Before the "four examinations" took place, 
party members of a certain company~level air force unit invited the masses 
not in the party to meetings, solicited their opinions on the “four ex- 
amination” campaign, and welcomed their suggestions on how to solve prob- 
leme, thus boosting the morale of the party members and strengthening 
their ties with the masses, 


Moet of the party members serving these air force unite stationed in 
Shanghai were admitted to the party during the Great Cultural Revolution. 
Because of the influence of the ultraleft line of Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four," they knew very little about the party. To help them correct 
thie shortcoming through the “four examinations,” the leading menbers of 
party committees and party branches at all levels conscientiously conveyed 
their basic knowledge of the party to the students in lectures based on the 
“regulations.” Mai Huabao [7796 5478 1405], deputy political commissar of 
a certain air force division, held 11 forums during an extensive tour of 
company-level units, thus enabling him to acquaint himself with the 
ideology of the party members and to prepare and deliver lectures with a 
well-defined objective in mind but in a language easily understandable to 
the students. In this way, his lectures have been well received by those 
Communist Party members in the air force. A certain guided missile bat- 
talion has given those party members whose ideology lags behind reality 
three lectures on the history of the party. These lectures emphasize the 
fundamentals concerning the party, and are accompanied by the criticism 
and commendation of deeds performed by party members now serving this 
battalion. The aim was to help the party members increase their awareness 
of the need to frequently examine their performances in the aforementioned 
four fields. Su Quanmian (5685 0356 7240) is a fighter and party member of 
the third company of a certain air force unit who was known for his out- 
standing achievements in military training, but notorious for his lousy 
workstyle and undisciplined conduct. in their reflections on him, the 
masses said: “Su Quanmian's dilatory workstyle hurt his otherwise perfect 
record of military achievement.” After attending a training class on the 
history of the party, he has become aware that his original performance 
was fac from meeting the standards required of a Communist Party member. 
Through a period of self-examination, he has raised his political con- 
sciousness and rectified his workstyle. Elated by this change, other 
comrades said: “Su Quanmian is now a perfect party member."

SHANGHAI GARRISON CONCLUDES TRAINING CLASS FOR CADRES

(Text) The rotational training of cadres at the regimental and battalion 
levels conducted by the Shanghai Garrison Command has touched off a 
campaign mounted by basic-level party members to study the "Regulations 
Governing the Inner Party Political Life," and has reaped good results.

"RENMIN RIBAO' APPRAISAL OF YI HE TUAN MOVEMENT

Tuan Movement" 


[Text] The Yi He Tuan Movement broke out 80 years ago. A struggle unique 
in content and form, it swept across the greater part of China and shook 
the capitalist world. However, strictly speaking it was only after the 
founding of new China that this movement was studied and evaluated as an 
important question in modern Chinese history. 


In the 3 decades since the founding of the PRC, the study of the Yi He Tuan 
Movement in China's historical science circles can be roughly divided into 
three periods. The first period covered the 1/7 years between the founding 
of new China and 1966. During this period, the historians chiefly refuted 
the slanders and distortions previously made by the landlord and bourgeois 
classes and imperialism against the Yi He Tuan Movement. They also affirmed 
the anti-imperialist and patriotic nature of this movement as well as its 
significance in cracking down on the bold attempts made by the imperialists 
to partition China and in helping the people wake up to reality. Some 
scholars praised this movement highly, putting it on a par with the Taiping 
revolution and the revolution of 1911 and describing it as one of the 

three revolutionary high tides in modern Chinese history. The seminar held 
in Shandong in 1961 to mark the 60th anniversary of the Yi He Tuan Movement 
can give us a rough idea of what study on this question was like at that 
time. Although research on certain points was not thorough enough and 
people's analyses and appraisals of the Yi He Tuan was somewhat biased, 

the study and discussion of questions was on the whole healthy and fruitful 
during this period. The second period coincided with the 10 years when 

Lin Biac and the “gang of four” ran amuck. Due to the havoc wrought by 

Lin Biac and the “gang of four” during this decade, there was no genuine 
academic research to speak of. However, after Qi Benyu, who enjoyed special 
political stetus, published his article "Patriotism or National Betrayal?" 
with special political motives, publicizing the Yi He Tuan Movement became 

a new aspect of the real political life for a time. Under the guise of 
criticizing a movie and discussing the past, this article viciously attacked 
and slandered Comrade Liu Shaoqi. Echoing Yao Wenyuan's "comments on the 
new historical play ‘The Dismissal of Hai Rut'“ and the subsequent “master- 
pieces" by Liang Xiao and Luo Siding on "Evaluating Legalists and Criticizing 
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Confucianists," it became one of the "model" articles which brought dis- 
aster to the country and the people during the 1960's and 1970's. In 

this article, Qi Benyu distorted historical facts, tried his utmos: to 
embellish the Yi He Tuan and agitated for the toppling of . omrade 

Liu Shaoqi. To our surprise, this preposterous article had an unexpected 
capacity for maneuver in the political field. For a time, the Yi He Tuan 
and the "Red Guards" vied with each other for brilliance, and "upholding 
the Qing Dynasty and exterminating the foreigners" was compared favorably 
with “it is right to rebel." At that time, some newspapers even published 
articles and commentaries such as "The Yi He Tuan and the Red Guards" 

and "Long Live the Revolutionary Rebel Spirit of the ‘Red Lanterns.'" 

When Lin Biao and the "gang of four" vigorously unfolded the campaign to 
"evaluate legalists and criticize Confucianists" for the purpose of 
usurping party and state power, the Yi He Tuan and the "Red Lanterns" 

were again put on stage to perform a farce about "the working people's 
struggle against Confucius." Historical science was thus turned into 
something worse than a child's play. We must not underestimate the adverse 
influence produced by Qi Benyu and the “gang of four" on the study of the 
Yi He Tuan because they really made a mess of historical research on this 
movement. The third period covers the 3 years and more between the downfall 
of the "gang of four" and now. Following the restoration of order on 
varioua fronts and the implementation of the policy of "letting a hundred 
schools of thought contend" during these 3 years, it is only natural that 
the historical science circles will find it necessary to study and under- 
stand afresh the Yi He Tuan Movement. 


How to evaluate the significance and role of the Yi He Tuan Movement in 
history is a widely discussed question. Like the evaluation of all histori- 
cal issues, the evaluation of the Yi He Tuan should also proceed from 
historical facts rather than from principle and inference. As Comrade 

Zhou Enlai pointed out: "Openly by being faithful to facts can one be 
faithful to truth.” In that case, what are the major facts that we should 
establish when evaluating the Yi He Tuan Movement? Roughly speaking, 

there are five of them. First, the Yi He Tuan Movement broke out at a 

time when the imperialist powers were stepping up their acts of aggression 
to partition China and the nation was in an unprecedented crisis. Its 

goal of struggle was to "exterminate the foreigners," that is, to oppose 
imperialism. Second, the Yi He Tuan Movement was a spontaneous mass move- 
ment with the peasants as its main body which broke out in north China. 

It did not have a unified leadership, nor did it have any specific programs, 
policies and tactics. Third, the members of the Yi He Tuan were resolute 
and brave in their anti-imperialist struggle. However, because they still 
remained in a perceptual stage in their understanding of imperialism, they 
were also indiscriminately antiforeign. Fourth, the Yi He Tuan was deeply 
tinged with feudal superstitious ideas and showed the conservative and 
backward mentality of the small producers. It met with defeat after being 
misled, used and eventually sold out by the diehards of the feudal ruling 
class. Fifth, when the Yi He Tuan Movement took place, capitalism had 
already begun to develop in China. The bourgeoisie was not only there but 
had already mounted the political stage as a new political force and 

was leading the reform movement. These basic facts are the starting points 
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for the study of the Yi He Tuan Movement. Meanwhile, they also show us 
that the Yi He Tuan on the one hand manifested the Chinese people's strong 
hatred of imperialism and the righteousness of their anti-imperialist 

and patriotic sentiments and on the other hand manifested the conservative 
and backward mentality of the small producers. We cannot make an all-round 
and correct appraisal of the Yi He Tuan Movement if we overemphasize one 
aspect at the expense of another. 


The Yi He Tuan Movement was a product of the intensification of contradic- 
tions between the Chinese nation and imperialism rather than an isolated 
and accidental event. The 6 short years between our defeat in the Sino- 
Japanese War in 1895 and the outbreak of the Yi He Tuan Movement in 1900 
marked a period of grave national crisis in modern China. During this 
period, the Yi He Tuan Movement sprang up shortly after the reform 
movement of 1898 and ended in failure shortly afterward. In spite of this, 
it played a fairly important part in modern Chinese history. Since anti- 
imperialism was at the heart of the Yi He Tuan struggle, it was, therefore, 
an important move in the historical period of the old democratic revolu- 
tion and an integral part of this revolution. It demonstrated the rebel- 
lious spirit of the Chinese people who were unwilling to submit to 
imperialist oppression and enslavement and had the courage to defend the 
independence and dignity of the Chinese nation with their own lives and 
blood. It called forth the people's new awakenirg The anti-imperialist 
and patriotic nature of the Yi He Tuan and the important role it played 

in history must be fully evaluated and affirmed in its historical perspec- 
tive. From their exploiting-class prejudices, the oldtime scholars of the 
landlord aid bourgeois classes slandered the Yi He Tuan as the "boxer 
bandits" and their movement as the “boxer disaster" and "Boxer Rebellion." 
Of course this is ridiculous. Today, this completely negative view of 

the Yi He Tuan Movement has lost all support in China's historical science 
circles. The present issue is how to analyze and probe into some of the 
problems which existed in the Yi He Tuan itself, study them and draw 
conclusions on the basis of facts under the prerequisite of affirming its anti- 
imperialist and patriotic nature and the positive role it played in history. 


For a considerably long time there prevailed in the field of historical 
research the view that we can only praise and eulogize the working people's 
uprisings and struggles and cannot talk about their backwardness and limita- 
tions. Anyone who mentioned these two aspects was said to have "overlooked 
the main trend and essence" and was even accused of “vilifying and smearing 
the working people." This is particularly true in the study of modern 
Chinese history. Due to our criticism of the bourgeoisie and of revisionism 
in actual political life, we also incriminated the bourgeoisie of the past. 
long as a reform or revolution was led by the bourgeoisie, we would 
‘take a critical attitude” regardless as to whether it had played a progres- 
sive or revolutionary role under the historical conditions at that time. 
As long as it was a struggle waged by the working people, we wouid "warmly 
sing its praises" despite its shortcomings and backwardness. It was under 
the influence of this specious thinking that the Yi He Tuan Movement was 
extolled and described as a "conscious anti-imperialist and antifeudal 
peasant revolutionary movement” which not only resolutely opposed imperialism 
but also consciously opposed feudalism in politics and ideology. This 
exaggerated appraisal, which obviously deviates from historical facts, also 
deviates from the truth. 75 





True, the Yi He Tuan was strongly opposed to imperialism, but this opposition 
was not a conscious action based on a rational understanding of imoerialism. 
"Exterminating the foreigner" is by no means equal to the scientific and 
revolutionary slogan of "down with imperialism." To the Yi He Tuan, the 
word "foreign" was a muddled concept. It encompassed all foreigners, 
capitalist commodities, modern science and technology and in fact every- 
thing rela‘ed to capitalism, Therefore, in addition to clamoring about 
"killing ali foreigners in 3 months and wiping them from the central plains," 
they also said: "The tactics are simple. Once everybody masters shadow 
boxing, it is not difficult to fight the foreign devils. We can disrupt 
the railroads and power transmission lines and then destroy the big 
steamers." As they saw it, "railroads and electricity were the means with 
which the foreigners rode roughshod over China. Therefore, they burned 

the railroads and destroyed the power transmission lines. They called 
those who kept foreign books and pictures at home secondary westerners, 

and these people were to be executed it they were caught." ("The 1900 
Uprising) "the members of the Yi He Tuan hated foreign goods such as 
electric lights and Western porcelain cups the most. They flew into a 

rage whenever they saw these articles and would not be happy with anything 
less than their destruction.” ("One Month in Tianjin") "In Tianjin, the 
boxers were becoming more brutal and unreasonable with each passing day. 
Those who studied in schools run by foreigners and those who wore tightly- 
fitted clothes dared not walk in the streets because they would be called 
spies once they were seen by the boxers.... In short, anything that was 
related to the word foreign was deeply loathed." ("An Account of the Boxer 
Uprising in Tianjin") It can thus be seen that the Yi He Tuan's idea of 
“exterminating the foreigners" was not just to strike at the imperialist 
forces of aggression; it also wanted to eradicate science and technology 
which is related to the capitalist modes of production of modern times. 

It is no doubt a revolutionary and just action to strike at the imperialist 
forces of aggression. However, if we indiscriminately reject and wipe out 
everything that goes with the word "foreign" and fancy that we can use a 
natural economy which combines small-scale agriculture with domestic 
handicraft industry to resist the capitalist mode of production and modera 
science and technology, then what we are doing is not revolutionary and 
progressive but is reactionary and a retrogression in history. Deeply 
aware that the Chinese people had misunderstandings abo. "foreign ways" 
due to the contamination of feudalism, the great Lu Xun pointed out: ‘As 

I see it, there are many good points in the so-called ‘foreign ways.’ 

These are actually innate in the Chinese people, but have dwindled as a 
result of inhibition in the previous dynasties. Now we do not even know 
them. We have given them all to the foreigners. We must take them back-- 
recover them--and of course we must be careful with our choice." ("Starting 
From a Child's Photo") We must not unanalytically extol the Yi Ye Tuan 

for “exterminating the foreigners" because this cannot in any way help us 
evaluate the movement of the basis of facts. It will only obscure the 
facts and create ideological and theoretical confusion. 


It is groundless supposition to say that the Ye He Tuan opposed feudalism 
and even wanted to overthrow the feudal rule of the Qing Dynasty. In 
history, when the peasants rose to oppose feudal oppression and overthrow 
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the feudal dynasties, it does not mean that they were opposed to the feudal 
eyetem, We will net go inte thie. Were, let use look at the Yi He Tuan 
alone ludging from thetr slogans, pamphiete and handbills, they were 

not even opposed to the central government of the Qing Dynasty. It was 
clearly written in their banner that they wanted to “uphold the Qing 
hasty, exterminate the foreigners,” or “protect the Qing Dynasty, 
exterminate the foreigners.” They never touched on the question of poli- 
tical power of the land question, Worse etill, they even preached that "we 
muet pot be greedy for money, fond of the pleasures of the flesh, defy the 
will of our parente or violate the decrees of the court but must kill the 
foreigners and the corrupt officiale..,"” en advocation aimed at protecting 
feudal propriety. They summed up the evile of “foreign teachings” as 
follows: The foreigners were “disrespectful to the gods and buddhas 

and forgot about their ancestore”’; they “withheld the truth from the gods 
and saints, forgot about human relations and cursed heaven and earth"; 
“their men were immoral and their women unchaste"; and so on. Thus, 
aithough the Oine rulere did refer to the Yi He Tuan as the “boxer bandite” 
and desperadoes before ewitching their policy from suppression to appease- 
ment here was no record, either official or private, which described the 
movenes aea “revolt” “rebellion.” The only exception was perhaps Lao 
Naixuan, Yuan Shikai and « handful of other persons who described the 

Yi He Tuan ae the whiter lotus sect because they needed an excuse to 

arry out bloody suppression, Some feudal bureaucrats even sympathized 
with and defended the Yi He Tuan. They said: “The Yi He Tuan and other 
groupe in Shandong did not want to rise in rebellion. They were bullied 

by the missionaries everyday and their hatred was deep.” “Unable to stand 
their bullving any longer, the people often picked quarrels with the 
missionaries.” “As the common people did not have any means to defend 
themeelvee, they often went to the boxer societies for protection.” 
"Aithough theee boxer socteties had large numbers of followers, there was 
no report saying that they were a menace to the common people or had robbed 
the government officials.” That was why in their “imperial edict” the 

jine rolere urged the governors of various provinces to treat the “coverte” 
and “boxere” equally without discrimination. In handling cases filed by 


t he rts, the ni thing that mattered was whether the accused was 
guiity and had etarted the dispute. It made no difference whether he was 
vember of the societies or of the church.” (See “Historical Records of

the Yi We Tuan’? No The peasante and emall producers were incapable of 
ittine forward licies and tactice similar to the united front of the 
’ it ae t relations between the Yi He Tuan and the Qing 
government were cerned, it wae the Oing rulere who made use of the Yi 
He Tuan and not the Vi He Tuan that made use of the feudal rulers. It was 
he feudal rulere wh ontrolled the Yi He Tuan in the city of Beijing and 
the Yi He Tuan that controlled the feudal rulere there. If we look 


at the historiv.al facts, we will cee that the allegations which said that 
the Yi He Tuan opposed feudaliem and wanted to overthrow the rule of the 
Qing Dynasty were groundless. 
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Of the many articles and works about the Yi Hie Tuan Movemen . the most 

vivid and dramatic was a book called "The Red Lantern.” Ic said t.at the 
"Red Lanterns” were members of a young women's organization of the Yi He 
Tuan, Wearing red garmente and red shoes and carrying red lancerne (or 

red handerchiefs and fans) in one hand and speare in the other, they bravely 
charged into battle to kill the enemy, It even said that while the Yi He 
Tuan members were fighting on the enemy front, the "Red Lanterns" were doing 
logistics and antiespionage work in the rear. It was a vivid and fascinating 
atory. Actually, all records concerning the "Red Lanterns” at that time 
were based on hearsay. Those who wrote these records either said they 

had "never seen any such deeds" or simply dismissed such reports as “sheer 
nonsense." As to the preposterous rumore that the "Red Lanterns" could 

walk in the air in the middle of the night and set houses on fire thousands 
of 11 away, we only have to make a little analysis to determine the truth. 
Furthermore, since the Yi He Tuan did not have a front or a base area, 

there is no way that they could “support the front" from "the rear." Besides, 
how could the "Red Lanterns" “charge into battle to kill the enemy" in that 
outfit? Even if there were “Red Lanterns" in Beijing and Tianjin at that 
time, they were merely a name given to young women's activities in the 

Yi He Tuan. Very little was said about them. When preposterous rumors 

are taken as historical facts and eulogized, we can only call them an act 

of spreading historical falsehoods. When they are adapted as themes of 
dramas, that is a different story. 


In the study of the Yi He Tuan Movement, it is necessary to further discuss 
and clarify the question of how to appraise the relationship between peasants 
and the bourgeoisie. In the past, many bourgeois reformists and revolu- 
tionaries were criticized and denounced either because they did not adopt 

a correct attitude toward the Yi He Tuan or because they were scornful and 
hostile toward this movement. In a way, this was justified because a major 
manifestation of the weakness of the Chinese bourgeoisie was that they could 
not and dared not rely on the masses to carry out an anti-impertialist and 
antifeudal struggle. This led to their failure in reform and revolution. 
However, as far as nature and content are concerned, even the reform movement 
of 1898, not to mention the revolution of 1911, were more advanced and pro- 
found than the Yi He Tuan Movement. Old-type peasant uprisings and peasant 
wars in China ended with the failure of the Taiping revolutions because at 
that time a new class force hitherto unknown in Chinese society had just 
emerged. To pave the way for the development of capitalism, the newly 
emerged bourgeoisie successively initiated and led the reform movement of 
1898 and the revolution of 1911. Though one was a reform and the other a 
revolution, they were both aimed at replacing the backward and feudal mode 

of production with an advanced capitalist one. The Yi He Tuan was different. 
It did not want to change the feudal mode of production. Instead, by closing 
the country to international intercourse, it fancied that it could “consoli- 
date the unity and peace of the great Qing Dynasty" and forever preserve the 
natural economy which combines smali-scale agriculture with domestic handi- 
creafte industry. This runs counter to the inexorable trend of historical 
development. However, it is precisely on this issue that the decadent and 
aristocratic ideas of the feudal diehards and the conservative and narrow 
ideas of the small producers of the Yi He Tuan could join forces to oppose

the bourgeole reform movement and the Guangxu emperor who supported reform, 
Inatead of joining forces with the bourgeole reformistse who tried to save 
the nation from subjugation and insure ite survival or joining with the 
bourgeois revolutionary democrata, the anti-impertaliet and patriotic 

Yi He Tuan supported and protected the Qing rulera who oppressed and con- 
trolled ite clase membere. In the end, it was not only unable to “exter- 
minate the foreigners” but was pushed into the pool of blood by the Qing 
rulere and imperialiem. These historical lessons written in blood show 
that without the leadership of the advanced clase, semicolonial and semi- 
feudal China could not have shouldered the historical [worde indistinct) 
imperialiem and feudalism on the strength of the spontaneous movement 

of the emall producers alone, 


The Yi He Tuan Movement has historical merits that cannot be erased, but 
it also has serious shortcomings and defects that cannot be denied. It 
bears the light of the era, but it aleo has ite filthy side. These must 
be analyzed and probed into the light of facts and then scientifically 

studied and summed up. A simple affirmation or negation will not work.

Notwithstanding, various localities 4 do their best to run education 
well and show concern for teachers. under the circumstances that our 
economic and financial conditions fai. sort of the present demands, #0 
long as our leaders attach importance to this matter, many problems can 
still be solved. 





Teachers are the key to education, We say that students are reserve 
forces for realizing the four modernizations today and they will become 
the main regular forces of the four modernizations drive tomorrow. Teachers 
are the trainere of these reserve and regular forces, We say that young 
people, teenagers and children are the future of our country and teachers 
are master aculptore of the new people (words indistinct).

GOVERNMENT VIEWS EDITORIAL WORK OF LITERARY PERIODICALS

[Text] Beijing, 14 May~-A national conference on editorial work of literary 
periodicals was held in Beijing from 26 April to 10 May. Delegates attend- 
ing the conference confidently pledged to uphold socialist orientation in 
literature and art, to uphold the policy of "letting a hundred flowers bloom 
and a hundred schools of thought contend," and to promote periodicals and 
make them more vigorious in service of the people and socialism. 


Present were chief and deputy chief editors and editors of more than 100 
literary periodicals in China and responsible persons of a number of 
literary publishing houses. 


Wang Renzhong, secretary of the CCP Central Committee Secretariat and 
director of the CCP Central Committee Propaganda Department, addressed 

the conference. He first fully confirmed the achievements of the last 

3 years and more on the literature and art front. He said: Literary and 
art work has won the party's praise and the people's cheers. Achievements 
are the main aspect of literature and art work while shortcomings are only 
a minor aspect. The main current of literature and art is good. 


He pointed out: It is wrong and unfair to blame literary and art circles 
for all unhealthy practices and crimes in our society. This does not mean, 
however, that we can ignore the influence of literature and art on society, 
including whatever undesirable influence it may have. 


He stressed: The party's policy of “letting a hundred flowers bloom and 

a hundred schools of thought contend” will be firmly implemented. He 
ardently hoped that comrades doing literary editorial work display a revolu- 
tionary spirit, publish more and better work and improve periodicals so 

as to inspire the people to wholeheartedly carry out the four modernizations. 


Zhou Yang, deputy director of the CCP Central Committee Propaganda Depart- 
ment, and Xia Yan, vice chairman of the China Federation of Liteiary and 
Art Circles, also spoke. 


The conference was another important meeting held by literary and art 
circles following the play writing forum. It objectively and extensively 
studied and sumearized the objective: How to further raise the ideological 
and artistic standards of literary periodicals so as to better serve the 
people and socialisn. 





The delegates unanimously agreed that since the smashing of the "gang of 
four,’ and especially since the third plenary session of the CCP Central 
Committee, the situation on the literary and art front has been good and 
that malor achievements have been scored in the editorial work of literary 
periodicals, According to incomplete statistics, 108 literary periodicals 
with provincial, municipal or national circulation have started or resumed 
publication in the short span of 3 years. Among the works published by 
these periodicals, medium-length novels and short stories alone total more 
than 6,000, many of which are excellent works loved by readers. Generally 
speaking, the effect of these literary works on society has been good. 
They have plaved a positive role in exposing and criticizing Lin Biao and 
the “gang of four," in emancipating the mind, in eliminating chaos and 
restoring order, in helping the masses to understand and implement the 
guidelines of the third plenary session of the party Central Committee, 

in bringing up a new generation of socialist successors and in promoting 
the four modernizations. 


Statietics also show that 76 periodicals have a combined circulation of 
14,050,000 copies. Two periodicals, RENMIN WENXUE [PEOPLE'S LITERATURE] 
and XLAOSHUO YUEBAO [FICTION MONTHLY], each have a circulation of more 

then | million copies. Most of the periodicals have a circulation of 
100,000 to 300,000, the smallest being 30,000. However, even such a big 
cfreulation of literary periodicals still cannot meet the readers' needs. 
This large readership of literary periodicals shows that literature and 

art have forged flesh-and-blood ties with the people. it is also an 
important indication that literature and art are developing and prospering. 


In the course of summing up their experience and affirming achievements, 

the delegates also analyzed a number of phenomens and questions concerning 
current literary creations. After reading a number of works and exchanging 
views on some of the manuscripts, they realized that some works low-spirited 
tones, imbuing people with pessimism and disappointment; some portray life 
inaccurately and are filled with extremist sentiments; some show poor 

taste by pursuing excitement and fantastic plot to cater to backward 
readers; some are cheap products departing from life, and a few are poor 
politically and tdeologically. All agreed that there is nothing strange 

in the appearance of these problems. They are problems that are to be 
expected in the course of a forward march; they are phenomena to be expected 
in che course of implementing the policy of “letting a hundred flowers 

bloom and a hundred schools of thought contend.” Everyone was of the 
pinion that these problems should not be difficult to resolve through 
normal literary critique and guidance. 


The conference discussed the glorious tas. of literary periodicals and 
questions of how to improve their quality. The participating comrades 
pointed owt: Literary periodicals occupy an important position in socialist 
culture and ideoiogy and are literary and artistic gardens in which a 
hundred flowers should bloom. These periodicals have a great responsibility 
in maintaining the orientation of directing literature and art to serving 
the people and sccialism, invigorating socialist iiterary activities, train- 
in, new socialis: men, enlivening theoretical critique and discovering 

and bringing up competent persons. 
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The delegates pointed out: As an ideological front, literary periodicals 
should enthusiastically propagate Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thou ht and 
scientific socialism. They should have a clear-cut political stand, oppose 
the pernicious influence of the ultraleftist line and the bourgeois ideology 
ac well as the ideas of petty bourgeoisie and feudalism, and oppose bureau- 
cracy and special privileges. Every editor fighting on this ideological 
front is a commander as well as a common fighter and should conscientiously 
uphold the party's ideological and political line and the people's stand. 
Editors should take a broad and long-term view of things, ardently praise 
those things which should be praised and vehemently criticize those which 
should be criticized while striving to create a sustained and vivid 
political situation of stability and unity. To do so, they must have an 
open mind, sharp eyes and the courage to wage relentless struggles as well 
as the ability to calmly respond to the developing situation. 


As a literary and artistic garden, a literary periodical should make a 
hundred flowers bloom and cover the garden with evergreen by creating 
literary works and stories and training competent personnel. An editor 
should also be a tireless gardener who provides the best spiritual nourish- 
ment to the people. 


The comrades said: To be good fighters and good gardeners, all editors 
should first diligently study Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought and the 
party's principles and policies for the various historical periods, 
especially those for the current new period. They should immerse them- 
selves among the masses, go deep into and study the realities of life and 
become literarily cultured men with ambitions. 


They stressed: To direct literature and art onto the road of healthy and 
vigorous development, ¢ is necessary to unswervingly and correctly imple- 
ment the principle of ‘letting a hundred flowers bloom and a hundred 
schools of thought contend” in the course of complex struggle. This 
principle is crucial to the task of running literary periodicals well. 

The comrades called on the literary periodicals in the country to pay 
attention to the criticisme by readers, including by some leading comrades, 
concerning shortcomings a iistakes in some literary works.

Only by welcoming criticism 
and allowing countercriticism, can we better implement the principle of

The conference also discussed problems concerning editorial work, It 
pointed out that editors are unknown heroes who have made important con- 
tributions to the growth of socialist literature and whose work should be 
reapected and encouraged by the party and the people.
